JAPAN. 

The Dutch man-of-war Medusa left Nagasaki July 9th, bound 
for Yokohama, the route chosen being by the inland sea. Near 
the entrance to the Bay of Nagasaki the French ship Keinckang, 
on mail service under the command of Captain Lafont, came 
on board the Medusa with Dutch despatches, giving also his 
report for the admiral commanding the naval division in China, 
He informed the commander of the Medusa that the batteries 
in the Straits of Simonoseki and two European-built ships, 
having the Japanese flag, had the audacity to open fire against 
his steamer upon which was hoisted the French flag. The 
commander of the Medusa, before leaving, had taken a Japanese 
pilot from the Governor of Nagasaki, and he started immediately 
with all sails and steam in the direction of the Straits, where 
she arrived on July 11th at seven o'clock in the morning. On 
the Medusa coming in sight two cannot shot were fired from a 
battery, and afterwards eight others from a brig-of-war, As 
these balls did no damage, the Dutch commandant was 
inclined to believe they merely signalised the arrival 
of a foreign ship. Still, the decks were cleared for action, and 
the batteries on both sides were charged and manned, the men 
being in readiness to fire at the first undoubted hostile de- 
tmonstration. It was not believed on board that the Japanese 
would have the audacity to commit the least hostilities, when 


{| suddenly a battery of eight guns (32) and those of two ships 


anchored before the town, having a flag blue and white (that of 
the Prince of Nangato) at her fore-royal-mast head, but no 
flag at the peak, opened fire of shell and hall, of which the 
direction was fortunately a little too high, or we should have 
had a perfeot rain of iron, At this time we had arrived into 
the cross-fire of all the land batteries. All our pieces on the 
port side answered immediately, and owing to the short distance 


; | (only two or three cables at most), all the balls and shells (of 


20 ¢.) carried admirably on the great land battery, and two of our 
balls made considerable damage on the battery of one of the ships, 
The order was given to advance as gently as possible, in order 
to give time to work the pieces well on the port side. The 
Medusa could not approach the ships sufficiently near to sink 
them, there being a bank of sand between and the water being 
shallow. Exposed to so sharp a cross-fire from four batteries, 
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the Medusz was hulled by their twenty-four shots and reovived 
two shells (16 .), which burst after having passed by the first 
board, Three men fell horribly mutilated by the same shot. 
The balls ignited the bulwarks an@ the engine-room, and many 
men were called off to extinguish the flames. The fire of the 
enemy presently slackened, but four :men had already fallen 
in the affray. It was now seen that the balls from the 
Medusa had seriously damaged the Japanese cannon and gun-car- 
riages. Tho edusa now advanced slowly on her course through 
the Strait, firing shells and ball. On her course, she was exposed 
successively to five other batteries of pieces of large calibre, 
the correct firing of which causcd the commandant to appre- 
hend damage to the boilers, machinery, and rudder, in which 
case the corvette must have been sunk in a passage so narrow 
and difficult. Passing the ninth battery, which like the other 
was concealed behind the trees or protected by the rocks, the 
Medusa came into the Inland Sea, one hour and a half having 
elapsed in passing the Straits where she had to support a continual 
fire of balls and of shells of 20 centim. In addition to the four 
men killed, five were wounded in the head by pieces of shell. Of 
81 shots which struck the Afeduea, 17 were balls of 24 and 
shells of 16 c. passed by the one board; of these projectiles 
three had exploded, one in the battery, another in the engineers, 
room, a third on the deck; whilst the others passed through 
the long boat, the cutter, the funnel, and many other places on 
‘deck where his Majesty’s Consul-geveral, Mr. E. S. Benson, was 
nearly killed by the same ball that killed a chief gunner, and at 
the same time the commandant and a midshipman were 
slightly wounded by splinters. All the officers in the batteries 
and on the deck of the Medusa, at their respective places, di- 
rected the fire with perfect calmness, and considering that for 
the most part the seamen were for the first time called upon to 
vindicate the honour of their flag, the briskness with which 
their fire was maintained, together with its accuracy, notwith- 
standing the constant shifting of the guns, reflect creditably on 
the discipline of the vessel. 

The following is the information received relative to the 
attack of the United States eteamer Wyoming on the forts of 
the Prince of Choseu, in the Straits of Simonoseki, in revenge 
for the attack on the Americansteamer Pembroke by the steamer 
Laneefield aud the brig Lanrick, purchased last year by the 
Prince, and which had taken up a position on the northern 
shore of the province of Nagato. The Wyoming got under 
weigh at Yokuhama on July 13th, and at once proceeded to 
the scene of the outrage, entering the Bungo Channel on July 
15, and anchored at the island of Hine Sima. On July 16 the 
vessel proceeded towards the Straits of Simonoseki, the 
western entrance of the Inland Sea. 

On nearing the Straits a signal gun was fired from a masked 
battery on the northern shore, which was repeated by two 
others to the westward towards Simonoseki, Rounding the 
point on the southern side of the entrance, a barque, brig, and 
steamer were discovered lying at anchor close to the north 
shore ; the steamer and the brig were immediately made out to 
be the Lancefield and Lanrick, the barque’s name was unknown. 
All the vessels were flying the Japanese flag at the peak, and 
the private colours of the Prince of Nagato at the main. The 
Wyoming now steered directly for the vessels, when a battery 
of three guns on the northern shore, about fifty feet above 
the level of the sea, opened fire, cutting up the riggiag 
between the main ond the mizen mast. The commandant 
then had the American fag run up, and the Wyoming, still 
steaming on, was fired on by a battery of four guns 
to which it replied with a broadside. The Wyoming 
was now rapidly approaching the vessels; the barque was 
close in shore ; about fifty yards outside of her, and one length 
akead, lay the brig ; another length ahead, and fifty yards out- 
side the brig, was the stzamer. ‘The main channel was outside 
of all these vessels. Captain McDougal gave orders to run 
the Wyoming betwen the steamer and the brig. As the 
Wyoming got abreast of the barque, she opened a broadside fire 
from three] guns; in less than two minutes she was abreast 
of the brig, and received her fire from four brass 32-pourders. 
The Japanese steamer was on the port side, her guns, like the 
others, being trained on the channel, she fired a few swivels 
sand swall arms only. In passing, the Wyoming fired all the 
guns on both sides, hulling both the brig and ateamer. Keeping 
close round the bows of the steamer, the Wyoming stood over 
toward the southern shore, receiving a constant fire from six 
batteries, the steamer, brig, and barque. Tho Wyoming got 
aground, but backed off without much difficulty. The steamer

Lavofeld having steam up, slipped her cable, keeping close 
along the northern shore, either with the intention of escaping, 
or running om shore to examine the danger caused 

our first shots. ‘The Wyoming was now mancuvred into 
position and eleven inch shell was planted in the steamer direct 
amidships, about one foot above the water line. In an instant, 
volumes of steam and smoke issued out of her fore and dft ; 
her boiler had exploded. After dropping two more shells into 
her hull, the order was given to cease firing on the steamer, 
and to direct shots upon the different batteries, the barque and 
the brig, all of which were loading and firing as rapidly as 
possible. Quite a number of shell exploded in the batteries, 
and considerable damage was done to the town. In passing out 
of the Straits the Wyoming delivered a few very effective shots 
into the brig, and the last seen of her she was fast settling by 
the stern ; the fire from the batteries was kept up throughout, 
but somewhat slackened on our return. 

By that time weJhad four men killed outright and seven 
wounded (one since died). The armament of the Wyoming 
being only four 32-pounders and two pivot guns, opposed to six 
shore batteries of an average of three guns each, the barque six, 
the brig eight, and the steamer two, making in all thirty-four 
guns, mostly 32-pounders, Captain McDougal very wisely con- 
cluded to withdraw from so unequal a contest and proceed to 
Yokohama for more force. The captain, all his officers, and 
crew, beha¥ed with the utmost coolness and bravery. The 
Wyoming was run into the midst of the enemy’s vessels, receiv- 
ing and returning broadsides at pistol range, at the same time 
sustaining a hot and continuous fire from’ shore batteries. When 
the successful shot struck the steamer, our erew gave three 
hearty cheers. The action lasted one hour and ten minutes ; 
we were hulled eleven times and received twenty or thirty 
shots in the masts, rigging and smoke stack. One 32-pound 
shell came through immediately below the tackles of the forward. 
broadside gun, and exploding, killed one man and wounded five 
others, 

From the details of the attack on the French despatch 
steamer Keinshang, reforred to in our last issue, and which took 
place July 8, show that she received the fire of all the forts 
commanding the narrower portion of the Straits of Simonoseki, 
and only escaped being sunk by being taken through an 
hitherto untried passage. A boat lowered from the Keinshang 
was sunk, * 

The retaliation of Admiral Jaures, Commander-in-Chief of 
the French forces in China and Japan, for the attack on the 
French despatch boat above detailed, was as effective as it was 
exemplary. With the war steamers Semiramis and 
Tancrede, the former carrying his flag, he left Yokohoma, 
July 16th, and on the 20th ran under slow steam into the en- 
trance of the Simonoscki Channel, looking out for the batteries. 
When about two miles from the Nangatog side of the channel 
two guns were fired from the midst of the trees, and soon 
after Cho-hoff, the Castle of Saki-noski, a member of Matz-daira 
Dnizen no Daiboo’s family, was sean. The first gun fired 
the French vessel sent earthwork and stones, turf and - 
bags flying around in all directions. The bombardment was 
continued for several hours ; still, no answer was returned by 
the Japanese. The admiral decided upon the destruction of 
this battery, but not the castle. A party was sent ashore to 
make explanations to the people, and were received well by the 
officials. Meanwhile, the Zancrede was sent into the narrowest 
part of the channel, and was fired upon by a battery, whioh, 
in company with the Semiramis, it destroyed A 
landing of armed marines was then ordered, who pro- 
ceeded to the battery; it was found deserted. The 
guns were at once spiked and the powder thrown into the 
sea. While this was going on in the battery Mr. Layrie, Chief 
@Etat, Major Admiral Jaures advanced by the right of the 
battery (keeping up a continual fire with Japanese hid in the 
bushes) to a village called Aidaga-mome, which was abandoved, 
A temple having been fired by the French, blew up with tre. 
mendous noise just as the force was re-embarking. The French 
had three men wounded. Two thousand men regular in array, 
some on horseback, made up the force discovered ashore. 
Japanese casualties{unknown. The admiral having acoomplished 
his object returned to Yokohama. 

With the issues of the Japan Herald, on July 18th and 26th 
were published a serviceable sories.of charts of the Inland Sea, 
denoting the relative positions of the principalities bordering 
upon it, and the scenes of the late attacks on foreign vessel, 
and subsequent naval engagements,

CHINA. 
: PEKING, 
™ The China Mail says :—“The weather had beon very hot 
(from 95 deg. to 97 deg. in the shade), and the house-flies and 
sand-flies very troublesome. The success of the Danish envoy 
in obtaining a treaty, as stated in our last, is considered a 
triumph. China has now entered iuto treaty relations with 
eight nations, viz. Russia, United States, Great Britain, France, 
Prussia, Belgium, Portugal and Denmark, whose treatics were 
signed in the order of their cuumeration ; a treaty was nego- 
tiated with Sweden in 1845, but the Swedes have not appeared 
to claim the recent concession to other Powers. Much praiso 
is due to the Danish envoy for his success in these negotia- 
tions, for the Chinese authorities were not inclined to make any 
more compacts of the sort; and he fully deserves the reward 
we doubt not will be conferred upon him at Copenhagen. 


SHANGHAI, 

At the special request of Lord Elgin, Dr. Rennie, who served 
with the army at the attack and capture of Peking, and was 
subsequently appointed senior medical officer in Shanghai, has 
left for Calcutta, to join the medical staff in Bengal. His 
eminent ability will, no doubt, be largely beneficial in the im- 
provement of the general condition of the soldiers’ health in 
India, about which there is at present some discussion. 

The first of Sherard Osborn’s fleet bas arrived. The Thule, 
which now lies in the river, is a practical proof that the much- 
lauded scheme for exterminating Taipings, and crushing 
Taipingdom, is about to come into active operation. It ap- 
pears, however, to us that both the English and Chinese Go- 
vernments have been all along acting under extraordinary mis- 
conceptions, 

Wo take the following items from the Friend of China :— 
“HLM. Gunboat Flamer having gone to Hangchow Bay to look 
after Messrs. Dent and Company's raissing lorcha, the Rosina, 
was fired into by some pirates in that quarter, and compelled to 
beat @ hasty retreat with one man killed, and Lieutenant 
Bosanquet wounded in the leg. The Flamer got back to 
Ningpo on the 29th ult.; and sent for the Weasel Staunch, 
and Cormorant; so we suppose next weck we shall hear of a 
second Aboukir, or the battle of Van-da-quan, that being the 
name of the place where some shore batteries manned by 
Cantonese opened the game. The Chinese owned steamer 
Paoyahun, too, was fired into coming through one of the passes 
near Ningpo, both from shore batteries and a fleet of West 
coast boats—showers of grape shot riddling the boats, 
and killing the captain, an Englishman of the name of Barton,” 

“We have to report a clever feat in detective police here. 
Captain Keys, of the British ship Golden Fleece, missed one of 
his seamen, a coloured American, shipped in London 3 and on 
examining the cargo found that he had taken with him a chest 
of opium, No time was lost in reporting the case at the police 
office, and within twenty hours the seaman was caught, and 
the opium recovered. The rascal had been aided by a fellow 
residing in the French concession, by whom a boat must have 
been brought alongside while the thief had the watch on deck, 
@ hatch being then foreed noiselessly. On landing the drag it 
was planted here in Hong-que, and a couple of balls taken to a 
China house by Woosung Road, as deposit for proposed lodging. 
There they were to have slept that night. They went, but, 
cruel police would not let them stay, and lugged them oft to 
Shanghai gaol,” 

“During the last fortnight the French soldiers, heretofore 
quartered in Shanghai, have nearly all been moved ; and if 
earnest prayer on our part would avail, we should never see a 
French soldier or marine in Shanghai again. We see no pos- 
sible good by their presence, Some 200 were taken over to 
Yokobama to infuse a little spirit, if need be, into the Yakonins, 
and with them, no doubt a dose or two of French lead might 
Prove beneficial. Another fifty went to Cochin China; fifty 
being left to do duty as guards hereabout. Last Saturday the 
Muster-roll was called, and of these fifty seventeen only 
remained, the rest had all gone off with cholera during the 
Preceding week! We have this information from a respectable 
Rotelkeeper in the French concession, who came to our office to 
order some cards, and wo.lave uo doubt whatever of his vera- 
city.” This week there iy less sickness; but only a few nights 
ago; He gays, a Freich sous officer took from his establishment 
some bottles of champagne, with a, promise that if-he came to 
his quaiters the following morning he should be paid. He wert, 
Dut, though only a few hours had elapsed, the champagne 
Purchascr was in the deadhouse! Over night in costume for 





a bal danse, in the morning bedizened with the cerements of 
the grave. And the British Belooches are going off equa'ly as 
last.” : 

The weather has been much cooler since the departure of the 
ast mail, and sickness has decreased. There have been a few 
cases of cholera among the Belooches, but generally it has sub- 
sided, 

A firo, which speodily showed itself to be uncontrollable, 
spraxg up amongst some buildings in the immediate vicinity of 
the South Gate of the Chinese city. ‘The fire took iis rise in 
some temporary huts made of matting, but quickly spread, in- 
volving in the ruin a number of Chinese built houses, used by 
the American missionaries. One or two Chinamen are missing, 
but fortunately no foreigners were injured. 

Tae AvoLo-Cunese Forces.—On Saturday the Ist August, 
HLLM. steamer Kiao-chiao, left Shanghai for Sun-kiong, having 
on board Dr. Macartney, late 99th Regiment, now in command 
at the latter city. Tho Fumiangs Chang, and Li (brother of 
tho Viceroy of the Chiang-su province) were towed up to the 
mouth of the Sunkiong creck, where they were left, while tie 
Kiao-chiao proceeded to Sunkiong to take troops on board. Tie 
steamer arrived under tho walls about daylight on Sunday 
morning, and was made fast below a bridge which spans the 
ereck between the south aud west gates of the city, The 
bridge is much nearer to the south gate than to the west, but in 
consequence of the south gate having been closed to propitiate 
the god of rain, Dr. Macartney had to proceed to the west gate 
in order to enter the city. He had got about half-way, when 
one of the Europ2an efficors who had been left. on board, came 
up breathless to say that the steamer had been seized. Now 
the barracks are within tho city in the immediate vicinity 


of the south gate, consequently before soldiers could 
be brought down, a distance. cquivalent to neatly the 
entire circuit of the city had to bo _ traversed, 


For some time back it has been”generally known that Burge- 
vine has been enlisting all the European rowdies in Shanghai, 
under the pretext of getting up a force to be employeil in the 
north. The real destiuation of this force is now placed beyond 
a doubt, and grave results may be expected to follow from the 
organisation of a European contingent in connection with the 
rebel army. Burgevine has real or imaginary wrongs to avenge, 
and will therefore leave no stone unturned to overthrow the 
Imperial power, On the other hand, the men who have banded 
themselves together under him know well their fate if they fall 
into Imperial hands. We may therefore expect to hear of 
atrocities on both sides, to which all previous crimes will be 
as a drop in theoccan. It is worth noticing that the Imperial 
army will soon be reinforced by a purely English force under 
Captain Sherard;Osborn, ‘The successes of the Burgevine con 
tingent will, therefore, we imagine, be rather shortlived, now 
that it will be opposed by Englishmen led by English officers, 
At any rate, the formation of this contingent has added another 
to the many existing complcations, aud the successful result

HANKOW, 

The municipal policeman Carroll, who is charged with the 
manslaughter of another municipal policeman named Sullivan, 
has been committed by H.B.M.’s Consul to take his trial before 
the Supreme Cvurt of Hong’ Kong. He has been seat to 
Shanghai in the ship White Adder, together with a witness 
named Charles McKenzie, formerly boatswain of the same ship. 
Some deaths have occured here, which may be partially 
set down to the intense heat. In the Chinese town tho 
people are said to bo dying in great numbers; of fever it 
is believed. Houses and godowns are fast springing up on 
the British concession, but no signs of a Consulate are yet ap- 
parent. The two portions of the Governnient lot, which were 
sold by auction on’ the 24th of July, are considered to have 
fetched rather a high price. A cargo boat not longsince, when 
proceeding from a steamer to the consignce’s godowns, came 
into collision with a ship, anl a large amount of copper cash 
went to the bottom. Chinamen have commenced dragging for 
the bags; it is hoped that they may succeed in recovering @ 
portion at least of the cash, which is said to'be of considerable 
value. It is surprising that merchants do not use more 
manageable boats in such a dangerous river as tho Yang-tsze, 
where accidents are of daily occurrence. Owing to the tremendous 
strength of tho current, many Chinese -boats have:been upset 


| lately, and unfortunately’ these accidents have been attended with 


much loss of life, All alarin about an attack by the banditti and, 
rebels has entirely subsided ; for some time nothing has been 
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heard of their movements in this neighbourhood. A great deal 
of tea has come in, but prices rule high. 


KIUEIANG. 
Our intelligence from this port is very meagre." Another 
death from cholera has occured there, and several persons have 
left the port for Hankow, from fear of the disease spreading. 


NINGPO. 

A serious encounter has takenplacein Hang-chow bay, between 
HH.BM. gunboat Flamer, the Chinese steamer Paoushan and a 
number of piratical junks. A vessel named the Rosina belong- 
ing to Messrs. Dent and Company was: captured by pirates 
during her voyage from Ningpo to Shanghai, and carried off by 
them into the recess of the bay. For some time it was not 
known whither she had been taken, and her whereabouts was 
only discovered at last through information given by one of her 

spative passengers, who escaped to Ningpo. The Flamer and 
Paoushan at once proceeded to the spot, but found the Rosina 
- sunk and the cargo abstracted. They were themselves vigorously 
attacked by the pirates aud had considerable difficulty in beat- 
. ing them off. One of the crew of the former vessel was killed 
. during the action, and the commander, Bosanquet, severely but 
not dangerously wounded in the thigh. Captain Barton of the 
Paoushan was also killed. The two vessels withdrew to Ningpo, 
-but will immediately return in company with two other gun- 
Doats to endeavour to destroy the piratical flect. The pirates 
have obtained a splendid prize, as the Rosina is stated to have 
had specie to the amount of 20,000 taels on board, besides a 
full cargo of tea. 
HONG KONG. 

The London mail of the 26th of June arrived on the 5th of 
‘August. 

Mr. T, F. Wade, the Chinese secretary, and interpreter to 
-the legation at Peking, leaves for England by the present mail. 

‘An important mereantile point has been decided by a jury. 
It is, that a delivery-order for opium, though sold and paid for, 
-does not free the vendor from risk should mishap occur to the 
drug after the order has been given away. The case was given 
against the Commercial Bank in favour of Cama and Co. 

"The following items are from the Evening Mail :—*The 
opening of Takao and Keelung, in Formosa, is finally notified ; 
the regulations have undergone alteration, in compliance, pro- 
bably, with the desire of the Chamber of Commerce committee, 
but the alteration has not been advertised, we are, therefore, 
not in a position to speak further on the matter.” 

“ An article appeared in which the subject of horticulture in 
Hong Kong was treated ; it seems that gardening is making 
-some progress in the island, and it is to be hoped that the public 
gardens now advancing towards completion will furnish a model 
for the arboriculturist and a repository for the best specimens of | 
‘Chinese plants.” 

“The volunteer corps is still a subject of interest to the public, 
vand there is a wish to know whether an instrumental band is to 
-enhance the effectiveness of the corps and afford the town some 

musical recreation. It was suggested that the community should 
-give a dinner to the volunteers in return fora similar entertain- 
‘nent given some months ago; it would answer very well to have 
the affair just before the force goes iuto drill for the winter.” 

“ An article appeared pointing out the grievance of discon- 
tinuing the collection of taxes by visits from house to house ; 
in future all imposts must be paid at the Government offices.” 

“A case of contempt of court was brought on before Judge 
Ball, on the 3rd, the Attorney-General moving for the com- 
mittal of Mr, Pollard; the latter gentleman explained his 
course of action so completely that the motion was withdrawn.” 

“ A letter appeared on whut is probably an important sub- 
ject, the establishment of telegraphic communication between 
‘Queen’s Road and Victoria Peak ; it was urged, that by this 
cans consignecs and others would have notice of a vessel's 
approach, instead of, as at present, only knowing of its arrival

THE PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA. 

A correspondent of the China Mail, under date August 5, 
writes:—“‘The British ship Gipsy Bride, that left this port 
July 12th, was lost on the 17th, at 7.30 p.m., on Scarborough 
Teef, After strenuous but unsuccessful efforts, during four 
days, to get her off, they finally took to the boats (six), and 
made for Manila, ‘he mate aud most of the crew had arrived 
here, but two boats (in one of which were Captain Murphy and 


his wife and child) are still unaccouuted for. It is hoped 
that they have been picked up by some of ‘the vessels that 
lately left Manila. The Merchantman, from Shanghai to Hong 
Kong (!), has put in for medical advice. 

“ We still hear of earthquake shocks and deaths from light- 

ning. On the 15th and 17th of last month some slight tremble- 
ments were felt in Batongas. On the 9th ult., between 7 and 
8 PM., the volcano of Albay commenced, and: continued till 
morning, vomiting flames and lava in quantities not witnessed 
for many years. On the night of the 23rd, about nine o’clock, 
the bulwarks of the nave of Recoletos church fell in. Fortu- 
nately it did not happen in the day-time, or many poor work- 
men would have been killed. On the 16th ult. in the district 
of the Infanta, seventy-two individuals embarked in a coaster, 
to go from Birangonan to Polillo, to be present at a religious 
feast ; but when about half-way, the heavy weather from S.W. 
caused the vessel to upset. A fisherman gave notice to the 
Governor of the district, who happened to be at Polillo, and he 
immediately manned a felucca, and, accompanied by the curate, 
proceeded in search of the wreck, in spite of the bad weather, 
strong gale, and heavy sea, and were able to save twenty-seven 
men and ten women, the only survivors, and who, clinging to 
pieces of the wreck, were all but exhausted. All praise be to 
the brave Governor, curate, and crew of the felucca, who 
thus risked their own lives to save those of their fellow- 
creatures. 
On the night of the 28th, an Indian servant in Manila took 
it into his head to run a-muck, and killed a fellow servant, and 
severely wounded his master. He is in custody, and will, 
of course, suffer the penalty that man has imposed on the 
shedder of blood.

BANKOK. 
M. Lanole, the French Consul, died of apoplexy in July, and 
the duties have since been conducted by M. 8t. Cyr Jullien, of 
the firm of Messrs. Remi, Schmidt, and Co. 
The following letter from the King of Siam upon the death 
of the late French Consul to Siam has been handed to us by 
Mr. Beurel. It appears that the King would desire the letter 
published, as a sort of tribute to the memory of his friend M. 
Zanole. The letter is in the King’s handwriting, and we have 
allowed the diction to remain unaltered.

‘Several days ago before his death on the 24th instant, we have learnt 
that Monsieut Zanole, the French Consul) was so very sick, that he could. 
not permit any one to visit him in person, but he allowed to send him 
pot y visiting carde—it was said that he was sick of dysentery accompanied 
with fever and, afterwards we fant that he was desirous of changing in 
climate, and wished to go and live at Bejugury (city of Siam on the 
Western shore of the Gulf of Siam) about 70 miles distance from hence— 
under cur kind assistance. We are already to convey him, and let him 
have a brick house tor his residence there. On the morning of the 24th 
instant, at 8 o'clock a.m., he had invited Doctor James Campbell, the 
English consular surgeon, to survey his body, whether he can 
The doctor seeing him capable of raising himself and speaking well, in~ 
formed him that he could go without fear, but, alas! lo! after two hours 
from that hour 10 o'clock 4.6, of that day, the French Consul Zanole 
became attacked with a most vehement apoplexy and died suddenly at 
Il ato. His funeral service took place to-day at the Roman Catholio 
Church, under the honourary assistance from us in a similar manner as 
the foneral service tu late Right Reverend Bishop Pallegoix on last year.

best French Consul than any of his predecessors here for_his honesty,

“T have to advise that Mr. H. G. Robinson who tendered for 
the steam communication contract here, has obtained the same 
for ten years, with an annual subsidy from Government of 
nearly 300,000f: ; shares are offered at 1,000f. each, payable in 
instalments. 

“Tt isa fact not’unworthy of notice, that notwithstanding 
it was well known that the competition was open to the whole 
world (Hotteutots not excepted) some Dutch parties here, doing 
justice to their antediluvian notions, petitioned the Go- 
vernment that the case might be sent to the Home Go- 
vernment for decision, whether the contract should § be 
given to a foreigner, and several Ictters appeared in the 
papers endeavouring to persuade the Government that it would 
be detrimental to the State, and other such childish nonsense, to 
“give the contract to the English tender. But our Governor- 
General, with his usual liberal ideas, it seems, took little if 
any notice of the petition, and accorded to Mr. Robinson the 
contract for which he tendered at one cent per mile below the 
other competitor. Mr. Cores de Vries did not compete. I 
belicve most of the shares will be reserved for Holland.

MALACCA STRAITS.

pose, however, to do so at an early date, but may, in the mean- 
time, express our curiosity as to the motives which induced it. 

The fire which lately occurred is, with one exception, the 
largest’ yet seen in Singapore; it commenced at about three 
o'clock ‘in the afternoon, and lasted till nearly seven in the 
evening, and has burned down, or otherwise seriously injured, 
no fewer than fifty-seven houses. It originated, we believe, in 
a bakery on Circular-road, making rapid progress down 
to the junction of that road with South Bridge 
road, All the fire engines were brought to the spot with most 
praiseworthy despatch, and were handled steadily and effectively. 
The resident councillor, the commissioner of police, Captain 
Macnair, and most of our authorities, together with a large 
portion of the mercantile community, were on the spot, and 
rendered active services, All the available men of the European 
Artillery were despatched to the scene at half-past three 
o'clock, under Lieut, Weston, and we also noticed a detachment 
of the 34th MLI. By very great exertions on all sides, the 
fire was got under at about seven o'clock in the evening. It 
was very fortunate that the day was calm, for had it been 
breezy the fire must have spread in a fearful manner. The loss 
is estimated at about, $50,000,

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—Canton: The teamen, finding that there was no probability of 
obtaining the extreme demands mentioned in last report, or even any ma- 
terial advance on the offers already made, at length yielded, and the result 
was that the market for New Congous was re-opened on the 29th ultimo, 
on much more favourable terms than for the previous exceptional purchase ; 
still, prices on the average exhibit a loss on latest London quotations, the 
anxiety to desatct ‘one or two of the numerous vessels on the berth, 
having doubtless exercised an influence in some of the operations. 
Supplies of new Congous come forward very slowly, the total arrival to 
date amounting to 29 chops only. Canton Congous have been but 
moderately dealt in. Scented Capers show a further decline of one tael. In 
other descriptions there is no alteration to notice. The settlements of the 
fortnight are reported as under :—New Congous: 11 chops, say ; Lylings,4 
chopsat 33} to 6} tacls.  Chongsowlyes, S chops at 384 to 39 taels, Woo 
packs, 4 chops at 40 to 48 taels. Congous, Tyshaan : 600 chests at 24} taels. 
700 half do., and 1,000 boxesZat 23 to 92 taels. Souchongs, 350 half 
chests at 30 to 30} tacls. Scented teas, 3,000 boxes Caper at 18 to 20 
taels for common to fair ; and 22 to 26 taels for middling to good. 6,000 
boxes Orange Pekoe at 19 to 24 taels for common to fair ; 26 to 28 taels 
for middling to good ; and 80 to 314 for fine. Greens, 2,000 boxes Gun- 
powder, fair to good at 28 to 26 tals. 550 boxes imperial, fair to good at 
20 to 24 taels. The stock on the market is stated as follows: New 
Congous 7 chops. Tyshaan Congous 1,500 half chests. Oolongs 850 
half chests. Scented Caper 30,000 boxes. Scented Orange Pekoe 
15,000 boxes. Canton Greens, uncertain. 

SuaycHuat.—Black: Since the date of last report, the market has re~ 
mained unchanged, and a steady business has been transacted throughout 
the whole fortnight ; no alteration in prices can be quoted with the exeep- 
tion of fine teas, which are now very scarce, and can be placed at one 
tael over last fortnight’s rates. The market continues well supplied, and 
considerable shipments have been made from Hankow on native account, 
which will all be offered here. The quality of the tea is now very rapidly 
depreciating, and amongst recent arrivals thete have been some vei 
common and coarse Oonahms which did not come forward till a ‘month 
later last season. The bulk of the settlements during the fortnight have 
been composed of Oonahms at taels 30 to 34, and Oopacks at taels 35 to 
89; only two chops of Hohow have been taken, one at taels 28 and the 
other at taels 31. Settlements onfthe market, 16,600 Oopacks, Oonahms, 
Ningchows, aud Hohows. Reshipped on owner's account, 17,999 chests 
Oopacks. Total, 34,599 chests, making total to date 129,817 chests, 
Stock.—Waiting shipment, 25,200 chests. For re-sale, 25,200 
chests. Quotations: Geod to fine Oopacks, tacls 34 to 99, 
@cod to fine Oonhams, 30 to 87 taels. Good to fine Hohows, 28 to 
81 taels. Green: No settlements have been reported during the fortnight, 
and it is hardly likely that anything will be done before the arrival of the 
new crop. Musters of the new Pinsueys have been shown, but the bulk 
has not at present come forward ; jndging from the appearance of the 
leaf, the preparation has been too hurried, and the make is decidedly in- 
ferior tojthat of former years. Reshipments and settlements 2,924 half chests, 
making total to date 15,030 half-chests. Stock of Green tea is estimated 
at 3,740 half-chests. 

Foocuow. —The settlements of Congou during the fortnight have been 
large, prices of medium grades having been fully ‘maintained, although no 
doubt any cessation of demand would be followed by a decline, as the tea- 
men are anxious to realise. Better kinds have given way and are half, 
tael to a tael lower. Common kinds have advanced 1 to 2 taels. 
Good common Congou, may be quoted at 18 taels. The settlements of the 
fortuight are reported as under: —Congou, 15,100 chests, 2,900 half do. 
,and 2,900 boxes, at 7 to 17 tls. for ordinary and broken leaf; 17 to 22 
taels for good common to flavoury; 22 to 28 tls. for Souchong kind 
‘to medium Kysow; and 29 to $2. tls. for fine. Souchong, 2,400 
chests at 24} to 92 tls. for common to good. Flowery Pekoe, 500 chests 
at 27 to 31} tls. for fair. Oolongs, 4,300 half-chests at 20 to 28 tls. for fine 
cargo to superior. Green Tea, 500 half-chests at 9} to 27 taels for Skin 
and Young Hyson. Scented Tea, 1,100 boxes at 16 to 33 taels for com. 
to fine. The supplies of the new Season's Congous to date amount to 
285,400 chests (including 81,600 chests contract) against 285,000 chests 
same period last season, The stock now for sale upon the market com= 

rises the following :—Cougou, 57,500 chests (say 15,000 chests ordinary, 
37,000 good common to flavoury, and 15,500 good flavoury to fine) Sou. 
chong, 8,700 chests Flowery Pekoe, 500 do. Oolong, 54,400 half chests, 
Green Tea, 100 half-chests. Scented ‘Tea, 5,400 boxes. 

Amoy.—The market has been active. The following is the report of 
the month :—Congous: All the remaining first crop teas were taken at 
very full rates, but prices then declined about $1, as there was but little 
inquiry for the common flavoury kinds comprising the unsold stock. They 
have again recovered, and are now about on a par with last quotations. 
Settlements are 12,3664 chests, at $184 to 21 for good ordinary to best 
middling, and $28 to 27 for flavoury kinds.  Oolongs: Shortly after last 
report buyers for America began to ‘opétate, ‘and prices bave since been 
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firmly maintained. The teamen are not geuerally desir: 
produce at present, asthey expect higher prices by-and-bye in consequence 
ofthe shortness of the crop. Settlements are 18.039 half-ehests, and 300 
boxes chiefly fair to good cargo Ningyongs, althoayh latter! 
grades have commanded more attention. Present quotation: 
204 for common to good common ; ¢21 to 93 for fair; and 
good cargo. Ankois: Only 160 halt-chests of fairly clean tea have been 
taken at $16. Flowery Orange I’ckoes: Svttlements are 2,628 half- 
chests, and 500 boxes at $13 to 13 for low ordinary to fair tea, Plain 
Capers: No transactions. 

Hankow. —The market in the early part of the fortnight gave way 1 
to 2 taels for the common and medium sorts; this induced !arze shipments 
on native account to Shanghai, owing to which the market closed firm 
with an upward tendency. 

Kewxtaxc.—The export of tea this season amounted te 32,500 
chests black and 6,300 chests green, against 26.000 chests of the former, 
and 30,500 half-chests of the latter, corresponding period last season. 

NaGasaxt has continued to arrive in considerable quantity, and has 
at once been sold on the market in barter against imports and for cash at 
fully 20 per cent. under last year, prices. At present there is no stock 
on hand, but daily supplies arrived. Prices were intluenced by the views 
political matters take and had increased within the last few days fully $4 
per picul for all kinds, ‘Ihe last news being of a warlike nature, mer- 
chants look for cheaper rates. Settlements 4,000 piculs from date of last 
report, 

Yoxonama.—Since our last weekly report, prices for medium and fine 
classes have again slightly advanced, and the teamen were inclined to give 
way in their demands, Settlements amount to about 60 piculs.

Cheap money has enabled the Chinese to show great firmness, and | 
although foreigners have not been anxious buyers, they have in most cases | 
had to pay the prices asked by the dealers. The large settlements of 
Japan silk advised by Yangtsze, and the probable ample supply from that 
country, ought to have the effect of weakening the confidence of dealers, 
and induce them to accept lower rates. The settlements of the fortnight 
are reported at 2,000 bales against 8,000 bales corresponding fortnight last 
season, and 4,000 the season before. The stock on the market is reported 
at 14,000 bales, against 17,000 bales same period last season, 
the season before. The following are the current quotations 
No. 1, 435 tacls per Bet 3 2, 835; 8, 41010415. Market: No, 8,395 
to 405; 4,375 to 395; 5, and com., 355 to370. Taysams: No. 1,

to 840. Yuenfa: No. 1, 410 to 420. 

Cantox.—The cocoons of the third crop are now nearly all wound off; 
of Loong-kong silk alone the quantity produced is said to be over 40 
piculs. Silk of the fourth crop will be ready for market in about ten 
days from this date. Nothing beyond a few baies of Tsatlee, and imitation 
Japan reels, have been purchased by Europeans for the London market, 
the prices which have ruled from the commencement of the season pre-

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 
Crry, SaturDAY AFTERXOON. 

SinK.—The circular of Messrs. Waithman mentions :—“ We have 
had large business in China silk since last mail, and prices have experi- 
enced a considerable recovery, the advance being more palpable on ordi- 
nary and common Tsatlees than on the better descriptions. Japan silk 
has also been in brisk demand, and prices cre fully Is. per Ib. dearer than 
they were a fortnight since. ‘The cause of this ‘spurt’ in the market it 
is diticult to trace ; business commenced with the attraction of moderate 
prices, and the upward tendency must be owing to the warlike nature of 
the recent advices from Japan, as there is certainly nothing in the state of 
trade, cither here or on the Continent, to warrant higher rates for silk, 
Deliveries, Ist to 25th of September, inclusive: China, 3,403 bales; 
Japan, 1,777, total, 5,180 bales.” 

In addition to the Constitution, the Snow Squall, from China to New 
York, ms fired into by the Confederate Tusculoosa off the Cape, but 
escaped.

OUR ACTION IN JAPAN. 


The following article, from the Morning Herald of the 18th ins 
commenting on our position in Japan, regards English authori- 
ties there as in a dilemma becoming hourly more complicated. 
We would merely remark that our contemporary has evidently: 
drawn his inferences as to the internal condition of the Japancse 
Empire from a French telegram, to the effect that civil war 
had broken out, a telegram not confirmed by advices received 
subsequently, via San Francisco and New York ; and farther, 
that our contemporary appears to have taken the Japanese 
version of the relative position of the Spiritual and Temporal Em- 
perors; for although tho Mikadoholds a nominal supremacy, 
and is consulted on Ymportant occasions—ranking above the 
Tycoon, as a priest ranks above a prince—he exercisesno known 
executive functions, for which indeed his complete retirement 
peculiarly unfits him. It serves the Japanese, at the present 
moment, to make him “all in all ’—a nice game, to which Colonel 
Neale is fortunately well up. Of course; the Mikado is the im- 
personation of bigotry, and is allied closely to every form of 
official intolerance ; but from the people, who are divided up in 
various religions and creeds, he gets little more than pious res- 
pect. ‘The Japanese have presumed on onr ignorance of the 
respective spheres of these two potentates. No doubt the Tycoon 
and the Mikado are hand-in-hand whilst acting apparently such 
diverse parts :— 

“ While Admiral Kuper is waiting for instructions from home and ex- 
pecting reinforcements from China to arrive in the roads of Kanagawa, the 
attitude of the Japanese Government becomes daily more threatening to- 
wards foreigners. We should, perhaps, say the attitude of one of the 
Japanese Governments. The whole mind of Japan has been thrown into 


a ferment, aua o~ ealitinal aystem of this people of thirty millions has been 
shaken to its foundations by Whee O°! Fer ers and the introduction 
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ideas, The latest lesson from abroad by which they have 
e ait ofresolution. There is civil war in the island, and a 
onism between the Governments of the spiritual and tem. 
poral Emperors, the Mikado and Tycoou. For nges the Japanese have 

ne ou quietly with their strange method of an imperium in imperio. 

‘be supremacy of the hereditary ruler has not been disputed by the powerful 

commander-in-chief, who bas been accustomed to adm nister most of the 
affairs of the country. The truth has now dawned upon the benighted 
minds of Mikado and Tycoon, It has become apparent to 
them that they represent opposite principles, and that they have no choice 
but to fight it out. each backed by his supporters, in the approved fashion 
of that outer world to which the Japanese and their rulers have so long 
been strangers. The quarrel is a very preity one, and unless one side or 
the other is disposed to give in, we do not ee how it is to be settled in any 
other way. The Japanese, we suppuse, must set to werk tocut each other's 
throats till every one of their fertile valleys and breezy plains has a right to 
an honourable comparison with the corpse strewn baitle-fields of that pre~ 
eminently civilised country where, because there are also two parties 
among them which cannot agree precitely as to certain details of this c 
lising work, the nation has set its heart on two years of fratricide. It is 
lamentable to think that to the dreary details of American and Chinese 
butcheries we shall now have to record with each mail the progress that 
another race is making in self-extermination. The Japanese islands are 
fertile and productive to a wondrous extent; their products are varied ; 
their wealth is prodigious; they cover_an area of a quarier of a million 
square miles. Unfortunately for the Europeans, whose cupidity is excited 
by contact with them, there are thirty millions of troublesome natives on 
them. But we may spare ourselves all anxivty. We need not go to war 
with them. and shoot them down with Armstrong guns and Enfield rifles. 
‘We need not settle among them and wear them out of the world, as we 
have fretted away the native racesof America, New Zealand. and Australia. 
‘These poor Japanese scems conscious that they are in the way, and seem 
bent upon saving us all trouble in their behalf.” By this time one-half of 
the nation is arrayed in arms against the other half. The wars of such 
people are endless. Before they have half finished, we may expect a con. 
siderable reduction in the population of Japan. 

“The Tycoon, or military Emperor, represents the ‘party of progress’ in 
Japan. Compared to his antagonist, he is a mere plebeian, without descent 
or claim to high rank. The middle class and the merchants are with him, 
with ail those who wish to profit by commercial intercourse with Europe. 
He can only make Daimios of those followers whom he delights to honour. 
‘These are a kind of knights, an inferior order of nobility. The Damios, 
or great nobles, are created by and ove feudal allegiance to the Mikado, 
who has his court at Miako, while that of the Tycoon is at Yedo. The 
spiritual Emperor and his followers represent the old respectability, the 
aristocracy of Japan, The Daimios are great landowners, each more or 
less independent in his princely domain. The landed interest in Japan 
and elsewhere is on the side of the Crown and of conservative institutions. 
The aristocratic party have their prejudices. They are ali for the old 
Policy of exclusiveness, ‘They hola in abhorrence’ the treaty concluded 
with Lord Elgin. ‘They retired in a body from Yedo some time since, as 
a protest against the radical innovations of the Tycoon, again-t the party of 
the freinds of foreigners, and against the European Ministers, whose en- 
trance into the capital was regarded as an infamous intrusion. Nor have 
the nobles confined themselves to this moral demonstration. It has been 
by their armed retainers that the various outrages upon Europeans have 
been committed, It was they who attacked the British embassy and nearly 
murdered Mr. Oliphant. It'was the Prince of Satsuma by whose orders 
Mr. Richardson was butchered. _It was in the territories of the Prince of 
Kewsew that English and American ships were fired upon some weeks 
sinee, an outrage promptly avenged by the destruction of the fort. In the 
strait of Simonasaka, a narrow sea which separates Nipon, the great island, 
from the westernmost island of Kewsew, a Dutch man of.war has been 
since fired upon, by the orders of the same Prince, who thinks himself 
strong enough to set all Europe at defiance. Nagasaki, the most important 
‘open port in Japan, is on the island of Kewsew. 

“ What are the English Government to do in this complicated dilemma ? 
The Tycoon does not seem to be at fault, and we cannot get at the Mikado. 
‘The Tycoon has paid the indemnity money for poor Richardson's murder. 
‘There came along with it a peremptory order trom the Mikado that all 
izners should at once leave, which order, of course, has not been com- 
plied with. The Dutch have had a special notice given to them. ‘This is 
rather hard upon them, after they had been admitted to exclusive trade 
for some 200 years ~ a privilege which their traders in old times procured 
by submitting to unheard-of humiliations, such as being made to knock 
their heads against the ground and trampling on the cross, and being shut 
up in a pestilential island, and only approached at arm's length with a pair 
of tongs. The Dutch Government has responded to this notice to quit by 
sending four vessels of war to arrange matters. na now the Japanese, or 
the Mikado, or the Tycoon, or all of them, may consider themselves at war 
with all Europe, and America to boot. Ifthe Tycoon is really our friend, 
and the Mikado our enemy, and if we can depend on late news as to 
their whereabouts, we may at once have an opportunity of obliging the one 
at the expense of the other. The large port of Osaka, on the southem 
coast of Nipon, is to be soon opened to our trade by the orders of the 
Tycoon, This gentleman is said to be in great straits just now at this very 

He is hemmed in there by the troops of the Mikado, whose Im- 
| city of Miako is only twenty miles from Osaka. Troops are being 
sent, it is said, in an English vessel to Osaka to the assistance of the 
Tycoon, If so, we are already in the thick of the Japanese civil war.”

“ The Memorial of the Roard of Directors of the Manchester Chamber of

“That your Memorialists bad the honour to address your Lorddip ia 
July, 1860, on the subject of opening up the commerce of the Wenern 
porticn of the Chinese empire across the Britith possession of Pegu; on 
which occasion your Memorialists pointed out the importance of culiivat- 
ing friendly relations with the King of Burmah. 

“That your Memorialisis then further suggested that a representative of 
Her Majesty should proceed to the Court of that King and enter ints ne- 
gotiations with him for the encouragement of such a commerce with the 
Chinese empire, across his dominions. 

“That your Memorialists most gratefully acknowledge the prompt 
action taken by Her Majesty's Government in this matter, and mould point 
with satisfaction to the friendly disposition displayed by the King of 
Burmah towards Great Brit as evidenced by the terms of the treaty be 
recently concluded with Her Majesty. 

“ That it appears to your Memorialists that a most favourable oppor- 
tunity is presented by the treat for obtaining that access to 
the Western portion of the Ci which has been so long de- 
sired, and the great advantage of which it is impossible to exaggerate. 

“ That according to information which your Memorialists have received, 

is essential to the effective realisation of this important object, that a 

trade route should be established between the port of Rangoon and the 

south-western frontier of the Chinese empire, across the north-east froatier 
of Pegu and the south east corner of the Burmese territory. 

« Thatasa preliminary to this it is most necessary that a reliable survey 
should be made of the ‘line of country between’ Rangoon and Kiang- 
Hung, on the Cambodia river, a distance of about 500 miles; one-half 
of which is on British territory, and the remainder on that of the King of 
Burmah, 

“Your Memorialists would, therefore, respectfully request your lordship 
to instruct the Viceroy of India to take steps to effect euch survey; 
the expenses attending which will, in the opinion of your Memo. 
rialists, be far outweighed by the commercial advantages which must 
arise therefrom, both to this country and to India. And, further, 
that His Excellency may be instructed to use his influeace with the 
King of Burmab, either to cause the portion of the route lying 
within his dominions to be similarly surveyed, or to grant facilities to 
the British authorities in Pegu to carry out that object.

“That those officers found the country they traversed producing much 
cotton, all of which was being collected by Chinese caravans and carried 
into China to be manufactured; some of the Chinese so seen by Dr, 
Richardson being within twenty miles of the north-east frontier of wbat 
has since become British Pegu. 

“ That your Memorialists consider thatif a commercial way were opened 
from the port of Rangoon across Eastern Pegu by the most direct practi- 
cable line to the above-named Burmese Shan provinces, the cotton there 
grown, reported to be of a superior quality, would find its way to Rangoon 
for shipment to England. 

“That your Memorialists are advised that there are upwards of forty 
millions of acres of waste land in the British provinces of Pegu, Maruban, 
&c., very much of which can be made highly productive with the nece 
sary labour; and that the suggested road from Rangoon to Kiang-Hung 
would induce Chinese to come down from the south-west of China to 
settle on such waste land; which, under their cultivation, would furnish 
large supplies of cotton. 

“Your Memorialists, therefore, respectfully request your Lordship to take 
the subject into your serious consideration, and to direct the Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India to open up a commercial way between 
the port of Rangoon, and the north-east frontier of British Pegu.

THE TREATMENT. OF 'REBEL PRISONERS IN CHINA. 
Foreign Orrice, Serr. 22, 

A despatch, of which the following is an extract, from Major- 
General Brown, commanding the British troops in China, has 
been communicated to Lord Russell by the Secretary of State 
for War :— 

Various statements having appeared in the several journals published 
at Sbanghai, concerning the treatment of rebel prisoners, and alleged 
torture of some few taken at the capture of Taitsan, I have the honour to 
state that a report was made to me by Captain Murray, R.A., command- 
ing a field force in support of the attack on Taitsan, soon after his return 
to head quarters, of the Imperialists’ cruel treatment to their prisoners. 
took the report to Her Britannic Majesty's consul (Harvey) without delay, 
and expressed my desire that the Foutai should be informed of the same, 
and to i upon him to send out an order at once to all his Mandarins in 
command, forbidding any cruelty to be exercised upon captured prisoners, 
and further, if any report was again made to me ofa similar nature, i 
would cease to act with his troops. Lieut. R. Cane, R.A., who has been 
six years in China, and has some knowledge of the Chinese language and 
customs, was the first who reported the circumstance to Captain Murray, 
and the letter of the former officer, called for by me’ or report, is here 
annexed, and details, [ think, crerg thing most clearly. I nave no reason 
to believe otherwise than that the Foutai is equally anxious to oe as humane 
as possible to his prisoners; some hundreds were lately captured at 
Quang-san, and, so far from being cruelly or severely dealt with, have 
actually, to a great extent, been incorporated by Major Gordon into his 
own regiment ; and I have also asked for some to be sent down to me from 
‘Quang-san to be drilled with, and attached to, the batteries of Chinese 
artillery gun Lascars, which are under the command of the officer com- 
manding Royal Artillery, who reports them most useful and efficient. 
Major Gordon was also lent by me some fifty of these drilled Lascars for 
his attack on Quang-san, and speaks most highly of them. I have now 
only to draw attention to “ eye. witness's” statement, who would actually 
allow the public to believe that men, undergoing extreme torture, such as 
he describes, with various wounds, from whence issued copious streams of 
blood, could not only exist from eleven am. till sunset, but then 
be able to be led out for execution, leaving one to suppose that he was 

rerent the whole time ; whereas the editor, in his remarks on the bishop's 
ter, to remove any apprehension as to the non-influence of British 
officers who were on the spot, states that the treatment the prisoners were 
undergoing was only discovered ten minutes before their execution. 
‘This alone, I submit, stamps the whole statement as highly coloured and 


greatly exaggerated.

Shanghai, June 11, 1863. 

Sir,—In reply to the inquiry of the Major-General Commanding, I 
have the honour to inform you that, on the 3rd May, 1863, I was present 
at Waikongsum, as Acting’ Field- Adjutant to a force under the command 
of Captain A. Murray, Royal Artillery. In the afternoon of that day I 
was taking a walk for exercise, with several other officers, along the main 
road towards Ko-lung-sung, and in passing between two Imperialist 
stockades, our attention was attracted by a number of men, I think seven 
or eight, naked and tied to posts. On approaching I found they were 

igman prisoners, all with very long bair (showing that they were rebels 
of long standing), and with the very peculiar complexion and physiog- 
omy which have been frequently noticed as acquired by men who have 
spent much time among the Taipings. 

These men had evidently been sentenced to the punishment of the 
“ Ling-che,” or “ slow and ignomious death,” what we call “cutting into 
a thousand pieces,” and it was also evident that they had been spared as 
much as possible, and little more than the form of this horrible punish. 
ment carried out. Each man had a piece of skin, not flesh, about four 
inches by two, partly stripped from one arm and hanging down, and one 
‘or two arrows bad been pushed (apparently not shot) through the skin in 
different places. There was very little blood about the ground, and the 
men did not ap) to be in pain ; one wascrying out very loudly that he 
was a Shanghai coolie, and ought not to be put to death as arebel. He 
had, however, very long hair. I asked alow Chinese officer present what 

were, He told me they were old and well-known rebels, two of them 
officers, and that they were about to be beheaded. He said they had been 
exposed from midday. (It was about half-past four or five p.. when I 
saw them.) At the same time I saw an official approaching to superin- 
tend the execution, and, not being anxious to witness the spectacle, which 
Thad often seen before, I withdrew. From what other officers who re- 
mained informed me, I gathered that decapitation was performed at once 
in the usual mann 1, except that the sword employed was blunt, and the 























rather mercifully dealt with. A dead Changman lay some distance off, 
who bad been treated in a similar manner to the others; in addi a 
slight incision had been made from bis breast to his in, but, 
from the absence of blood, I think this was done after death. On 
ay retum to Waikong, I reported what I had seen to Captain 

urray, commanding, who desired me to visit the camp next morning, 
and to take notice of the occurrence, which 1 did by mentioning it to a 
fourth rank military field officer, the senior in the camp. 1 told him we 
English did not like such punishments; that if in deserved death, we 
executed him at once, and didnot expose or mutilate him. 1 expressed 
general sisappeoval of what had been done, and said the English com- 
manding officer was much displeased at it, and if anything of the sort was 
attempted again, would march up and put a stop to it; afd that I hoped 
it would not again occur during our stay. He replied that he did not 
himself approve of it, but that 
rebel prisoners taken at Taitsan bad been perdoned by 
officers, permitted to shave their heads, and employed as soldie 
labourers ; and that it was not possible to restrain the Imperial soldi 
from taking some vengeance for the treatment which the rebels hi 
flicted on $00 or more of their comrades, who had been trapped into 
‘Taitsan on a false promise of a surrender of the place. These men, he 
said, were almost all put to death, and very many of them had their 
“bodies wounded, and cotton put over their wounds and set on fire,” and 
were otherwise badly tortured. (This, I understand, was really the case.) 
He added tbat the Chinese General Officer then in command at 
‘Waikongsum-kwoh Ts jin was mercifully inclined, and anxious not to be 
severe with the rebel soldiers, many of whom had been carried away 
forcibly, and compelled to serve in the ranks of the Taipings.—I have,

N.B— 1100 men were sent up to take possession of Taitsan by the 
Foutai. They were entrapped, and out of the above number only some 
800 were rescued by Major Gordon on the fall of Taitsan. 350 are known 
to have been beheaded a few days before the capture, and the remainder 
are still unaccounted for. 
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AMERICAN AND ENGLISH GUNS. 
(To THE EDITOR OF “THE TIMES.”) 

S1r,— Assuming the accounts of what has been and is to be done in 
America with guns of large calibre and long range to be strictly accurate, 
peta compare them with what can be and ‘has been done with our English 
artillery. 

Fort Sumter, attacked in reverse, not in front, has been battered to de- 
struction from nce of 23 miles (4,620 yards). Only last week, at 
Shoeburyness, 14 110 Ib. shot were fired at a point 4,640 yards from the 
gun. The two first, being trial shots, fell, the first short of, the second 
beyond the mark ; 18th tured over in its flight and fell short; the other 
11 shot all fell within a space 76 yards long by 13 yards wide—that is, 
within the limits of a very small fort, even within the space occupied by the 
hull of a ship lying, as it would have been in the then state of the wind, 
end on to the battery from which the shot were fired. 

‘The American guns have penetrated nine inches of iron plates, backed 
by two feet of oak. Our 110-pounder Armstrong has sent its shot through 
twelve inches thick of plates built together in the American manner of 
armour-plating, and through six feet of solid oak timber without iron- 

lating. An oak backing behind these ineffective built-up plates has not 
Pen tried in England. 

The Americans have shelled Charleston at five miles’ distance, and pro- 
mise to throw shot and shell seven miles, The smaller description of 
‘Armstrong guns, with an elevation of 39 deg., have ranged 10,000 yards 
and consequently we know certainly that the larger guns will do as much; 
and somewhat mcre. 

Once let it be decided to use guns liable to burst, and shot of any size 
may be thrown to almost incredible distances. 

We have thrown a shell three feet in diameter, weighing 2,400 Ib., and. 
with capacity for a bursting charge of 4501. of powder; but the mortar 
gave way after firing afew rounds, 

‘the effect of shot upon armour plates depends upon the hardness of the 
projectile, its weight, and velocity of striking. A slow, heavy shot is 
proved to be not so effective as a lighter one with higher velocity, and, 
ceteris paribus, the effect is proportional to the charge of powder effectively 
used. The 68-pounder, with its charge of 14 1b., is more effective at 
short ranges than the 110-pouuder with its charge of 12 1b. The 300- 
pounder, with its 45 Ib. charge, produces quite three times the destructive 
effect of the 68-pounder, and so on. Wedo ss several effective 300- 

ounder guns; we have one 600-pounder under experiment, and it is be- 
Freved that a 1,000-pounde: course of construction. 

The Americans have shown in actual war that large shot can be thrown 
with accuracy to great distances by heavy charges of powder, from guns 
which vary the amusement by bursting. We have proved the same facts 
on our practice grounds, with guns which do not burst explosively, but do 
in some instances of the larger sizes give way, and become unserviceable 
until repaired. 

We are at least up with the Americans in artillery progress.

N.B.—The Chinese have used cast-iron guns with an inner tube of 
wrought iron for centuries. Such guns were used against us in the 
first Chinese war, and we found it impracticable to burst them when cap- 
tured. 




















SAIGON AND THE ANNAMITE EMBASSY. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

Tr is announced in the Imperialist journal La France that 
the French possessions in Annam are not to remain in that 
condition, but are to be converted into a regular colony, 
Admiral de la Grandiére, the Governor, has lately returned from. 
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a tour in the interior of the country, and is said to express him- 
self well satisfied with what he has secn and heard there. He is 
to start again soon on a voyage of exploration into Cambogia, 
and to go up the river to Ponomping. Furthermore, wo are 
informed that the system in operation in Paris is to be applied 
to Saigon, that is, the place is to be rebuilt on a grand plan, 
and all is to be made monumental and beautiful. The cathedral 
has been consecrated, and a splendid ceremony was observed on 
the occasion when Monsigueur Lefevre, the Bishop of Isauro- 
polis, and all the French clergy and laity appeared in their 
gorgeous clerical and imperial costumes, and produced, we are 
assured, a magnificent effect. It is added that (he natives are 
being rapidly converted to Christianity, and that the fuct must 
produce an immense change in the condition of the population. 
La France adds that, “in a few years Saigon will be one of the 
most important maritime towns in Asia.” We English have 
some experience of the time it takes to effect any important 
change in the habits of Eastern nations, and we know also in 
what brilliant colours French perspectives are generally painted, 
and we do not feel alarmed that Saigon will surpass Calcutta, 
Madras, Bombay, Singapore, or even Hong Kong during the 
present century ; but we wish the French all success in their 
undertaking, and trust that civilisation and commerce will benefit 
largely by what is going on at Saigon. 

The Annamite Ambassadors have arrived in Paris and taken 
possession of their hotel, situated between the Champs Elysées and 
the Lord Byron, the same that was occupied by the Siamese Em- 
bassy. Tue Ambassadors arrived duly at Toulon, and were con- 
veyed to Marscilles in the Labrador. They were received with all 
the ceremonies observed on such occasions, guns were fired in their 
honour, and the strects of Marseilles were lined with troops 
from the port of landing to the Grand Hotel, where the visitors 
were lodged, and before the door of which the General of Bri- 
gade and the Commandant were stationed on horseback. ‘The 
‘Ambassadors were received on Ianding by M. Mure de Pelane, 
Consul-General and Representative of the Minister of Foreign 
Affuirs,Captain Aubaret, Aide-de-Camp to Vice-Admiral Bonard, 
and other officials. On reaching the hotel the drems sounded, 
the soldiers presented arms, and the bands opened their har- 
munious fire, ‘The balconies and windows of all the houses on 
the line were crowded with ladies, and the flags of France, of 
the city of Marseilles, and of the Kingdom of Annam, yellow, 
with a broad green border, floated over all. The whole of the 
civil and military authorities of the place paid visits of cere- 
mony to the Ambassadors, and in the evening the latter went 
to hear an opera and witness European dancing at the theatre. 
The first of these entertainments was witnessed and listencd to 
by the Annamites with grave interest, Lut the second interested 
them amazingly, and they took no care to conceal their pleasure 
—not unmingled probably with astonishment—for the bailet, 
in the presence of a crowd of fashionable women, must have 
been to them a new sensation, 

In due course the Embassy reached Paris and took posses- 
sion of the house, or rather two houses, prepared for it, In 
the afternoon the Ambassadors and their suite took a drive 
in the Bois de Boulogue, and the Parisians had the first glimpse 
of the Aunamites, who were, of course, criticised with con- 
siderable acuteness, and whose plain bluc dresses did not obtain 
much admiration, while their persons were not set down as 
handsome or even striking, which was partly owing to 
the fact that whereas at Marseilles they appeared in dresses 
magnificently ornamented with embroidered suns and moons, 
in Paris they wore what the gamins here called dark blue 
blouses, It is true that the absence of the Emperor and the 
Court ought to account for the negligé adopted, but then Eastern 
folks are expected to be fine, aud I fear the good peoplo of 
Paris felt much the same disappointment when they saw the 
blue blouses as the countryman when he saw George LY. in 
undress, ouly they had more tact than to exclaim with the 
countryman in question—*Why I seed a chap at Dartlemy 
“ fair much more like a king (or ambassador, no matter which) 
“ than that chap there.” One thing aniused the idlers most 
amazingly. Tue Ambassadors occupied several carriages, and 
were escorted by (wo squadrons of cavalry, but on the front 
seat of the carriage in which the Ambassadors rode was an 
enormous red and gilt box, which some gamins declared con- 
tained the best clothes of the illustrious visitors, but which 
probably held some paraphernalia which the custom of their 
country would not allow them to dispense with, Perhaps 
they put it there to get rid of the unpleasantness of having 
travelling companions staring them constantly in the face, and 





thus, by the introduction of the box, converted the carriage 
into a chariot; if so, I think the plan did them infinite 
credit. By the way, I must not forgot to mention that the 
consideration of the police of Marseilles was put to the proof 
and came out of it honourably by a terrible breach of decorum 
committed by the Ambassadors, who smoked cigarettes during 
the whole time they were at the theatre. The only bad pot 
about it was that it must have been a sore trial for the 
Marsci!lais to witness and not aid in the narcotic enjoyment. 

The Ambas:adors have been duly received at the Foreign 
office. The Aoniteur gives the following account of the reeep- 
tion :-— 

“ The Envoys and their suite wore on the occasion the costume used 
for grand ceremonies, which is precisely the sarne ss was worn in the time 
of the old Chinese dynasty of the Mings. Phan-Than-Gian, the firet 
Ambassador, in spite of his profound emotion, addressed the Minister in 
very suitable language, and the reply, together with the cordial reception 
of which he was the object, soon set him at his ease. Phan-Than-Gian 
told M. Drouyn de Lhuys that on the occasion of the exchange of the 
ratifications of the treaty entered into between France and the Fenpire of 
Annam, the Emperor Napoleon having sent a mission to Hue, the Em- 
peror Tu-Due, on his side, had desired to send an embassy to compliment 
the Emperor of the French, and that he was happy at having been chosen 
by his Sovereign to fulfil that mission, and at being thus able to present his 
homages to the Minister. M. Drouyn de Lhuys replied that the Em- 
peror regretted that he could not at present receive the Annawmite mission, 
but that his Majesty had charged him to give them the most cordial wel- 
come; the Ambassadors might rest assur d that they would find in France 
the most sincere marks of sympathy and friendship. The Ambassador 
expressed his gratification at the attention which the mission had met with 
on their voyage, and particularly since their arrival on the French terri- 
tory. Thanks to Captain Auberet, who acted as interpreter, the converse 
tion was kept up without difficulty, and turned successively on the visit to 
the arsenal at Toulon, the arrival at Marseilles, &. After taking tea 
which was served to them, the Ambassadors and their suite took leave of 


the Minister, and returned to their hotel much pleased with the reception 
they had met with.” 














Eontinental Entellugence,

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, Sepr. 22, 

The States-General were opened on the 21st inst. by the 
King of Holland in person, In his speech His Majesty said 
that the foreign relations of Holland continued to be friendly, 
whilo the good understanding with Belgium had been 
strengthened by the treatics recently made between the two 
States. He congratulated the country on its prosperity and 
the good state of its military forces, aud informed the States 
that projects of law for a new criminal and civil code, for the 
extension of railways, for a reform of the system of taxation, 
and for the improvement of the Dutch colonies, would be pre 
sented to them in the course of the session. 

In my last letter I sent you the heads of the actual revenue 
and expenditure of this kingdom for the year 1858 as finally 
settled and closed by the Court of Accounts, from papers pre 
sented to the States-Gencral by the Dutch Government. Fronr 
the same source Iam enabled to-day to give your readersa similar 
exposé for the year 1859, which also has not been published 
before. From this document it appcars that the receipts were 
as follows :—

The Culonial Minister has sent to the Standing Committee 
of the Sccond Chamber the Bill for regulating the responmi+ 
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bility and disposal of the colonial surplus, so that the subject 
may be brought forward for discussion as soon as tho new 
session is opened. 

A commencement has been made with the printing of the 
new Budget for distribution to the members of the Second 
Chamber, to enable the sections to examine its contents and 
report to the House at an early period of the scssion. 

The Notarial Act of Incorporation of the Association for 
carrying into execution the concession granted by the Royal 
Decrees of March 10 and July 16 of this year, Nos. 1 and 38, 
for the railroad between Samarang and the Regencies in Java, 
has been executed by Mr. Amija Esser, Notary Public of this 
city. Of the total capital of fourteen millions of florins, the 
first serics of ten millions in shares of a thousand florins each, 
wasimmediately taken. The Netherlands Indian Railway Com- 
pany may well be proud of having the name of His Majesty 
the King at the head of their shareholders. The following gen- 
tlemen are appointed commissioners :—Dr. H. Van Becck- 
Voleenhoven, A. W. Van Eeghen, A. Fraser, Younker D. A. 
Junius Van Hemert, A. Mendel, and K. F. Schill. The di- 
rectors are Messrs. W. Poolman, C. Van Heukelom, and E. 
H’s Jacob. The seat of the company is established at the 
Hague. 

According to letters received’ here by the overland mail the 
appearance of the sugar plantations in the Eastern part of Java 
is anything but favourable. In many places the quantity will 
bo 25 per cent. less than last year. In the central and Westen 
districts of Java, Samarang, Japara, Tagal, and Cheribon there 
is every probability of an abundant sugar crop, so that on the 
whole the result will bea middling average crop. On the other 
hand the growing coffee gives rise to the most hopeful ex- 
pectations, and its expected to be of considerably larger quantity 
than in any previous year. 

The Royal assent has been given for the formation of a 
company with limited liability at Amstcrdam to be called ‘the 
“Dutch Colonial Bank.” ie 

It is understood that the collection of Japanese products 
and manufactures, made by the indefatigable Colonel von 
Siebold, and which was lately exhibited to the public in this 
city, will shortly be transferred to the new Maximilian Polytech- 
nic School at Wurtzburg, in Bavaria, of which place Colonel 
von, S, isa native. It is stated that he offercd the collection 
to the Museum at Leyden, but that it was declined. 

A letter from Manila of the 21st July, says a small quantity 
of cigars were advertised by Government for public sale on the 
13th of that month, but that it was postponed sine die in con- 
Bequence of despatches received in the meantime from Madrid 
with orders to raise the price of cigars 20 per cent. 

According to the census just published the population of the 
kingdom is 3,293,577 persons, of which 1,616,357 are males 
and 1,677,220 females.

The company advertised for tenders for the delivery of 41,000 
Kilogrammes of salt meat for the use of the navy in Nether- 
Jands India, 

In the manufacturing iron cstablishment at Fyenoord, near 
Rotterdam, which has of late undergone an eatensive eularge- 
tment, a number of agricultural implements are being made for 
Japan, and fresh orders have arrived for a larger quantity. 

The newspapers of this city reproduce without note or com- 
ment an article in the Batavian Handelsblad, signed “ Bartjes,” 
in which the writer denounces in strong language the unpa- 
triotic conduct of the Governor-General if he accepts Mr, Ro- 
binson’s tender for the East India steamboat service for ten 
ears merely because it was the lowest bid. He argues that as 
the difference was only 421 florins annually between the Eng- 
lish company and their (only other) Dutch competitors, it 
should not prevent Government from giving the contract to 
their fellow-countrymen, as if given to foreigners, with whom 
Holland might be at war long before the expiration of the con- 
tract, the steamers would be of course withdrawn, and the re- 
gular service interrupted. 











Mr. J. A. Phillipse, hitherto President of the First Chamber 
of the States-General, has been re-appointed by the King to the 
same office for the new sessional year of 1863-64. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Corres.—The company’s sale of 413,307 bags of Java and Sumatra 
went off with spirit, and fetched higher prices than were expected. At 
foot is the specification of the result. Since then favourite qualities have 
experienced an active demand, and higher rales are paid for yellow and 
bright. The continued demand and the large deliveries give incontestable 
proof that the stocks in retailers’ hands must be nearly exhausted, and 
Java really required for consumption. 

Tea maintains a firm attitude. The 100 chests of China Pekoe, ad- 
vertised for public sale, hare been withdrawn and sold by private contract 
at secret prices, but part of the same is re-offered for sale at 230 cents. 
‘Another sale is advertised, consisting of 300 quarter-chests of superfine 
Congou, per Aléuera, froma Foo-chow-Foo. 

SvcaB.—The company’s sale of 89,962 kranjangs shows rather an im- 
ovement in the value of the raw article, the prices obtained being about 
fl. above the valuation of the brokers, and only 1 fl. beneath the rates 

obtained at the July sale, whereas a fortnight ago they were 24fl. below

THE PROPOSED ITALIAN MISSION TO CHINA, &, 

We noticed, some time since, the intention of the Italian 
Government to despatch a diplomatic mission to China and 
Japan. Affairs having been consolidated at home, the Italian 
Government naturally seeks to secure that prestige in the Far 
East to which its flag is entitled, and the advantages to its 
commerce already secured to other nations at the open ports 
of the Eastern seas, The importance attached to this mission 
is sufficiently indicated by the appointment to the Embassy of 
a Milanese nobleman of great wealth and high position—the 
Marquis ARcoxatt Visconti—together with the young Italian 
Mausrer for Forzian Avrarrs, a good linguist, and skilful in con- 
ducting negotiations demanding discrimination and skill. Italy 
cannot well spare a war vessel from its fleet—a fleet still in- 
sufficient for any great national emergency—but with a keen

the weakness, of isolation, assumes a yet higher significance as | 


indicating the importance in a naval, military, and political 
view of a position commanding these inland waters, which 
form a convenient route for vessels sailing between Shanghai 
and Yokohama. Although the Japanese yet keep to 
copper cannon and Dutch guns of small calibre, and 
follow old Europcau designs in the construction of their bat- 
teries, the advantange of position told on the attack made both 
on the Kienchang,the Medusa, and the Wyoming. Should France 
deem the destruction of a hostile fort insufficient atone- 
ment, it is in her power to erect a strong fortifica- 
tion on the western (entrance, where the strait is 
but three quarters of a mile wide. For this purpose she 
need take but a piece of land from Nagato on the north and 
a portion of the island of Tschusima on the south. The series 
of forts erected by the Japanese, who estimate power by 
number, shows a keen perception of the importance of the 
passage, and the easo with which it might be disputed. The 
new passage by which the Medusa made her escape, on the op- 
posite side of the island, is commanded by the Japanese forts of 
Kokura, Diiri, and Noja. The long neck of land stretching out 
at the entrance of the Bungo channel, temptingly invites occupa- 
tion, No false conscientious qualms should prevent the British 
Government from taking measures to occupy these positions, 
which would give to the foreign Power possessing them a con- 
trolling influence over Japanese policy. 

The island of Awauji, at the opposite extremity of these 
straits, offers similar advantages. ‘To justify such an occupa- 
tion, we have but to take the Troon at his word. If power- 
less to control his Princes, they must be put permanently in 
check, and we know no means so effective as our obtaining the 
command of these straits, The money spent by the Japanese 
in getting up a navy, five of which were war vessels, was in- 
tended mainly to secure the command of this inland sca. 
These straits are the great artery even of Japanese trade, which 
is carried on as much by water as land. 

Under the peculiar political organisation of Japan, with its 
200 principalities, each ruler being an absolute potentate in all 
affairs that concern its internal administration, the Tycoon, 
whatever the extent to which he may have encouraged the de- 
monstrations—and it would appear that he was lately visiting 
these very straits—will not be held a party to the outrages 
committed, without proofs of complicity which, if existing, he 
will do his best to conceal, and which no party will probably be 
disposed to look up. We have had enough of Japanese diplo- 
macy ; other nations have taken warning from those long and 
tedious efforts to obtain satisfaction to which the British Envoy 
allowed himself to be committed, and the natural results of 
which we only ourselves escape by the most summary action, in- 
cluding an undertaking to settle matters directly with the 
Prince of Satsuma. 

Itisto behoped that nothing less will be demanded by England 
and other Powers, than the throwing open the entire country to 
forcign trade, Submission to restrictions such as the Japanese 
imposed on the Loo-Choo islanders when these were first 
brought into contact with commercial nations, willneverdo, Ex- 


Court, despite its isolation, can hardly be unacquainted with 
the rising fortunes of Italy, or tho importance of its future 
trade. As to Japan, the Italian war vessel conveying the Em- 
bassy, whether arriving during active hostilities or when 
belligerent Princes and bigoted priests have been brought to 
reason by knock-down arguments not to be found in 
their sacred books, its appearance can scarcely fail to be 
opportune. It is to be hoped that the Italian flag will 
soon be more familiar in Eastern waters. If Prussia could find 
its account in sending an Embassy to Siam and Japan, the 
motive must be far stronger with such a people as the Italians, 
who are essentially maritime, and the varied resources of whose 
country fully justify them in looking in an Eastern direction 
for an cnlargement of their foreign trade. 


ELEVEN DAYS LATER FROM JAPAN. 
(From the London and China. Express.) 

‘Tunes days after the arrival of the regular mail with advices 
from Japan to July 13th, elevendays tater news arrived by tele- 
gram via San Francisco and New York, This news strikingly 
confirmed the following prediction made in our issue of the 
London and China Telegraph of the 14th inst., as to the prompt 
retribution to be expected from the Federal commander onthe 
station for the insult to his flag in the shot fired on an Ame- 
rican vessel from forts in theterritory of the Prince of Chosew :— 

«© At the very moment when the satellites of the Tycoon are ting 
to the Japanese people how finely they have out-manceuvred foreigners, 
they are destined to hear destructive salutes from the cannon’s mouth of 
at least one American man-of-war, the commander of which is not Tikely 
to wait instructions from Government before enforcing satisfaction. 
Yankee will put with Japanese diplomacy; and any number of Mexican 
dollars is little tikely to allay the wrath of the Federal commander.” 

‘A subsequent telegram from San Francisco, affecting to give 
further details, involves them in so many verbal and con- 
tradictory errors, that we hesitate to place it before our 
readers. However, it may pass for what it is worth ; we briefly 
note, in the way of correction, that the Semiramis is a French 
not an English vessel; that there is no British steamer in the 
Japanese waters named Tancredi; that the Medusa is no 
more English than French, but a Dutch war vessel. 
It wrongly appears, from these details, that an insult 
on our national flag had been avenged by ‘Admiral Kuper, 
acting under the instructions of Colonel Neale, in the American 
style, and even more effectively. The New York Herald, 
in the subjoined article, indulges in some glorification at the 
American commander having been the first to open fire it, 
represents, however, the Wyoming had to leaveits work unfinished, 
and that it was left to British troops to destroy the hostile forts, 
seize the batteries, spike the guns, and destroy their ammuni- 
tion. The Mew York Herald professes to see the end of the 
fray, aud anticipates as the result of the joint operation of all 
the great naval Powers in withstanding the ignorant and bigoted 
action of the Japanese Government, the removal of all remain- 
ing restrictions to foreign trade in the Japanese waters—the 
throwing open the whole country to foreign intercourse, The 





same journal very confidently refers the hostility of the Japa- 
nese to their knowledge of European and American power and 
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wealth, derived through their late embassies, and suspects a 
tregio finish to the members of those delegations. The fol- 
lowing is the uncorrected telegram as it appeared in the New 
‘York papers :— 


7 “ San Francisco, Sept. 6, 1863. 
* Advices from Japan to the 24th of July are received. The English 
ship Medusa, bound from Nagasaki to Kanegarrs, by the Passage, was, on 
the 15th of July, attacked by some forts and vessels that had previously 
firéd'on the American ship Pembroke. The Medusa received twenty- 
four shots, and was much injured. She had four men killed and six 
wounded. On the 20th of July the American steamer Wyoming 
arrived at Kanagawa from a trip to punish the Danio, whose 
vessels and forts fired on the Pembroke. The Wyoming reported 
thaf she: had done her work well, having blown up the Japanese 
steamer Sarsfield, silenced nearly all the neighbouring forts, and 
Ieft the Japanese steamer Zancck in a sinking condition. The 
Wyoming received twenty shots, and had five men killed and six wounded, 
when she deemed it prudent to proceed to Kanagawa. On the 24th of 
July Admiral Jurez, in the British steamer Semiramis, returned to Kana- 

\wa, and reported having arrived with the Semiramis, on the previous 

fonday, in Semionseki Straits. The British steamer Tancredi received 
the fire from the Japanese batteries, which, with the forts, were bom- 
barded for about three hours, One hundred and fifty-three British troops 
then landed, who destroyed the forts and batteries, spiked the guns, blew 
up the powder magazine and burnt the village. But little fight was 
showy by the Japanese after being shelled out of the forts; and what they 
did do was from behind trees and jutting points of rocks, Two thousaind 
Japanese troops were reported to be nding towards the Brit sh 
vessels: but it was not thought that they would attempt to pass within 
the range of their guns. At last accounts nothing could be seen of the 
Japanese steamers Laneck md Sarsfeld; but the topmast of one of the 
sunken vessels was thought to be seen. The casualties of the British in 
the last attack were three killed.” 

(New York Herald Sept. 9th) 

« By way of the telegraph from San Francisco we have some very extra- 
ordinary news from Japan. To punish an outrageous attack on one of 
our merchant ships in the Japanese waters, the United States gunboat 
Wyoming had blown up one Japanese war steamer, had sunk another, and 
had sileuced nearly all the surrounding forts. For a similar offence 
against one of their trading vessels the British had sent up the same inlet 
as we understand it, an expedition, consisting of at least two war steamers, 
from which, after a heavy bombardment, a detachment of troops was 
landed, ‘ who destroyed the forts, batteries, and the town, spiked the guns, 
blew up the powder magazine, and burned the village,’ thus finishing uj 
the job which, only for the want of a second gunboat, was not completely 
finished by ‘the Yankees.’ 

«From theso events it would appear that the late imposing delegation of 
high and mighty ambassadors from Japan to this country has been pro- 
ductive of very little good towards cementing the bonds of peace between 
the two nations. We suspect, indeed, that those aforesaid ambassadors, 
on returning home, told such stories of the extent, the wealth, power, and 
‘material development and resources of the United States as to excite at 
once, with the incredulity, the distrust, and hatred of the ruling powers of 
Japan. We apprehend that very few of that delegation of seventy odd 
men, including ‘Tommy,’ are now in the land of the living; that they 
saw in the United States too much for their own good ; that the hari-kari 
has disposed of them, and that the reports of their travels and observa- 
tions here had the effect of closing against Americans the doors of Japan, 
instead of opening them to the admission of those ‘powerful barbarians 
beyond the seas.’ ‘The same influences have doubtless operated to the 
prejudice of the English and the French among the Japanese, and hence, 
‘we conclude, all these late feuds and diplomatic difficulties and bloody 
collisions between the natives and the outside barbarians, culminating at 
last in open war. 

“«John Bull, in his terrible battle some five or six years ago with the 
Chinese on the Peiho, would have suffered much worse than he did suffer 
hhad not ‘the Yankees’ come to the rescue. That affair was a sponta- 
neous act of co-o] ion on the part of the Americans, which the English 
have forgotten ; but they cannot ignore these later transactions, in which 
American and English gunpowder was employed in the same work in 
Japan. ‘There is little feasoa to doubt that the United States gunboat 

ing has opened a game of war in that empire which will vastly 
enlarge the commerce and political power of England along the eastern 
side of Asia; and in this view the subject can hardly escape a European 
discussion, although the work of the Wyoming was simply an act of 
punishment for an outrage upon a peaceful American trader. But there 
is still what Sam Weller would call such a ‘wery remarkable coinci- 
ence’ between the proceedings of ‘the Yankees’ and the British in 
this Japanese business that it will tax even the unscrupulous malignity of 
the London Times to torture the facts to the advantage of Jefferson Davis, 
although he is known in certain English rebel ship-building establishments 
as the Emperor of China, or the Emperor of Japan, as the occasion may 
require. 

“The Mikado, or Spiritual Emperor of Japan (whose temporal power 
over the different islands of his empire may be compared to that of the 
Pope of Rome over the nations of Europe 500 years ago), has, it appears, 
Tesolved to ‘ wipe out the seven nations’ or provinces under his supreme 
control, and to * expel all outside barbarians.’ He has commenced this 
comprehensive game. He has thrown down the gauntlet to the Americans 
‘and the English, and they have taken it up, and hare ‘moved upon the 
enemy's works,’ the Americans leading the way. One of the inevitable 
results will be the opening of all the Japanese islands to foreign trade and 
social intercourse ; and we rely upon our Government to sce to it, that in 
these matters its interests are not neglected.” 














LAUNCH OF THE P. AND O, STEAMER ,“ DELHI,” &. 


We noticed. in our last the launch of the Golconda and 
Baroda, and we have now to notice the launch of the Delhi, 





from the yard of Messrs, Wigram and Co., Blackwall, on the 
16th inst. The Delhi is of 2,090 tons, and 400-horse power 5 
length 295 feet; beam, 38 ; depth, 27. The launch attracted 
a large concourse of spectators, and the ships in the dock and 
river were gaily dressed out with flags. The ceremony of 
christening the Delhi was performed by Miss Hall, daughter of 
Admiral Hall, one of the directors of the company, in the usual 
manner. The blocks that held the steamer to the slip were 
then knocked away, and the ship glided off into the river 
amidst the cheering of the spectators and the firing of cannon.

A Lady's Visit to Manila and Japan (Illustrated). By ANNA 

D’A, London: Hurst and Blackett. 

In a book on the Far East from the pen of a lady, we na 
turally look for personal impressions rather than exact descrip- 
tions—for far more sentiment than reality. The authoress has 
done her best, though not always successfully, to convey her 
ideas of scenes and people ; but her work is necessarily of a 
superficial character, altogether phenomenal, the husk of what 
she could not understand, and does not attempt to interpret. 
Still, the reading is entertaining where the reader, from per- 
sonal knowledge of the spots visited, can supply the want, 
People of different nations are brought in, but those to whom 
alone a life-like look is given are the 10,000 Chinamen of 
Manila, of whom she really seems to know something. Tho 
visit to the inland sea of Japan will be read with interest ; bat 
the evident omission of the social element leaves the reader 
little to gratify beyond a first curiosity ; this style of writing, 
graphic though it be at times, being completely out of date. 





A second edition of an important and valuable work, Travels 
In Ladak, Tartary, and Kashmir, by Lieutenant-Colonel Tor- 
rens, 23rd Welsh Fusiliers, appears from the press of Saunders, 
Otley, and Co, Colonel Torrens and his companions traced the 
course of the Hindustan and Thibet Road from Kalka, in the 
plains, to Shipkee, on the borders of China.

PRESIDENT LINCOLN ON THE WAR POLICY. 


The letter of Abe Lincoln, written from the White-house, at Washing- 
ton, to the Union Committee of Illinois, who are trying so to manage 








matters as to secure to the Republican party the next President, hes ex. 
cited world-wide comment as shadowing forth the war policy of the admi- 
nistration, The New York World regards it as indicating that the Pre- 
sident regards the war as interminable. “If,” says Uncle Abe, “ you are 
not for force, nor yet for dissolution, there only remains some imaginable 
compromise. I do not believe that any compromise embracing the main- 
tenance of the Union is now possible. All that I learn leads to a directly 
opposite belief. The strength of the rebellion is its military—its army. 
hat army dominates all the country and all the people within its * 
This is the same sort of Teaconing which Mr. Seward ‘has indulged ta, 
trying to palm off the insurrection of the South as undertaken and carried 
on by a few men, compelling the Southern population, against its will, to 
resort to arms. The false premises make the reasoning. Even Lincoln 
admits “that no word or intimation from the rebel army, or from any of 
the men controlling it, in relation to any peace compromise, has ever come 
to my knowledge or belief. All charges and intimations to the cor 
are deceptive and groundless.” Only a few days after writing this letter 
he refused a proposal from a leading’ politician of New York to test the 
feeling of the South with regard to a compromise by calling a general 
Convention of Northern and Southern States. But to proceed wita the 
letter. As to the difficulty of slavery, he reminds his patty that he sug- 
gested “ compensated emancipation,” but that they refused to be taxed for 
this purpose. Then what remains but “unconditional emancipation 2” 
“You dislike,” he says, “the emancipation proclamation, and per 
would have it retracted. You say unconstitutional ; I thik differ- 
ently; Ithiuk that the constitution invests its commander-in-chief with 
the law of war in time of war. ‘The most that can be said, if so much, is 
that slaves are property. Is there, or has there ever been, any question that 
by the law of war, property, both of enemies and friends, may be taken 
when needed? And is it not needed whenever taking it helps us or hurts 
the enemy ?” This paragraph, it appears. led the committee to adopt his 
emancipation decree, as one of the “planks” of the Republican platform, 
‘As Abe proceeds he becomes prophetically poetical, and for the sake of 
the sentiment sacrifices the truth, for it is well known the Mississippi is not 
yet open. The signs look better. The Father of Waters again goes 
unvexed to the sea, Thanks to the great north-west for it. Nor yet wholly 
tothem. Three hundred miles up they met New England, Empire, 
Keystone, and Jersey, strewing their way right and left, The sunny 
South, too, in more colours than one, also lent a hand. On the spot 
their part of the history was jotted down in black and white. The jcb was 
a great national one, and Iet none be barred who bore an honourable part 
init.”

THE FEDERAL DEBT. 


A correspondent from New York writes :— 

“ Mr. Chase having to provide $60,000,000 to pay the arrears due to the 
army and navy has come into the market as a borrower of $50,000,000. He 
proposes to raise the money by the issue of that amount of promises to pay 
in sums of $10 and upwards, bearing interest at 5 per cent. per annum, 
‘The banks of New York have agreed to take $35,000,000 and those of 
Boston $15,000,000 of the amount. ‘These promises to pay partake of the 
double character of an Exchequer-bill and of a banknote. In the first 
capacity they bear interest, and in the second they are declared to be legal 
tender for all debts, public and private. As these issues must of necessity 
be followed in quick succession by others of like or a greater amount, if 
the army and the navy are to be paid, the contractors settled with, and the 
war pushed forward, a feeling of distrust has communicated itself to the 
speculative public. ‘The non-success of the operations before Charleston, 
the growing doubt whether Admiral Dahlgren and General Gilmore will 
not fail as egregiously to capture the city as General Hunter and Admiral 
Dupont did belore them; the calculation, based on unmistakable data, 
that these futile attempts to wreak vengeance upon South Carolina have 
already cost the Federal Government in round numbers the handsome sum 
of $00,000,000, which any professional accountant, surveyor, or assessor 
would certainly declare to be 300 per cent. in excess of the value of the fee 
simple of all the land in the city, and of every house, church, bank, office, 
or other building within its bounds, and all the movable property therein 
contained; and a similar calculation that the little treasure acquired in 
Vicksburg was not purchased at a smaller cost, from first to last, than 
$40,000,000, have contributed each in their degree to excite the fears of 
the many bankers, brokers, and merchants, who see no way out of the 
corner into which’ the Government is driven except by further issues of 
baseless paper, and who know that such issues inevitably lead to financial 
collapse and national bankruptcy. 

«To these sources of disquiet have to be added, first, the possibility— 
and, a8 many think, the extreme probability—that General Lee will take 
advantage of the depletion of the Army of the Potomac, many thousands 
of whose veterans are doing unnecessary duty in the guasi-hostile occa 
pation of the city of New York, to flank General Meade and march 
Washington ; and, secondly, the letter of Mr. Lincoln to the sprintield 
Convention, which puts the extinguisher upon all the hopes of peace 
which have recently taken possession of the public mind, by showing that 
as long as be is President he will listen to no terms from the South except 
unconditional surrender, to be coupled with immediate emancipation. 
Nor is this, formidable as the list may be, the whole catalogue of causes 
that have come into simultaneous operation to disturb the money market, 
and shake the card castle of Mr. Chase's finance, The European har- 
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‘vest is known to be so abundant as to make it certain that Great Britain

« The President's letter, which has done so much to produce the mischief 
and to disabuse the public of the idea of a speedy peace, is a charac- 
teristic and, in some respects, an important document, Ardently desiring 
peace and a restoration of the Union, he sees and knows of no method 
securing these objects but by the vigorous prosecution of the war. Com- 
promise he believes to be impossible, for the all-sufficient reason that the 
‘Southern leaders and armies will listen to no terms short of absolute in- 
dependence, an independence to which he, as President, cannot consent, 
and which he must continue to combat by every means in his power. He 
furthermore admits, though not ia express terms, that the recent successes 
‘of the Federal armies have in reality done nothing to convince the South 
‘of the hopelessness of its cause, or induce it to make offers of submission. 
All this is undoubted!y true, though its public confession by the President 
is calculated to cool the boiling enthusiasm of that large and impulsive 
portion of the Northern People ‘who were until yesterday of opinion that 
Gettysburg, Vicksburg, and Port Hudson were three blows so nearly fatal 
to the South as to require but one more to complete its subjugation, and 
which, according to the programme, was to fall with crushing weight at 
at Charleston, and make an end once and for ever of Southern indepen- 
dence.”

Moxument To Lrevt. ANDERSON, MURDERED NEAR PEkING.—A 
monument has recently been completed in the crypt of Glasgow Cathedral 
to the memory of the late Lieutenant R. B. Anderson, whio fell in the last 
war with China. The sad fate of this brave and gallant young officer and 
of his unfortunate companions, De Normann, Bowlby, Brabazon, and 
Phipps, excited at the time a deep and poignant feeling of sorrow and 
indignation throughout the country. It will be recollected that Lieutenant 
Anderson, who also held the appointment of Adjutant of Fane's Irregular 
Cavalry, commanded the escort which accompanied Sir Harry Parkes to 
‘Tung-chow, when he went in advance of the army to meet the Chinese 
commissioners, and that the whole party were illegally and teacherously 
captured by the Chinese when under the protection of a flag of truce. The 





way in which they met their death is well known. The ntonument to 
which we now draw attention is a bronze military trophy, sculptured. in 
relief, and placed in front of a memorial painted window. ioe ineky 
consists of the shield, helmet, sword, mantle, gauntlet, spura, and the: 

of Victory, heraldieally enriched and engrared with the national emblems 
and the family arms and motio—the whole group being so artistically 
designed and executed as to form a first-class work of art, and to refleet the 
very highest eredit upon the artist, Mr. Robert Jackson, of 16, Maida-bild. 
The trophy rests on a large slab of black marble, placed in the cill of the 
window, and the window itself is filled in with painted glass of a memorial 
character, appropriately designed by Messrs. Hughes and Ward, of Soba, 
In front of the trophy is placed a brass scroll, which bears the following 
inscription : —“ In memory of Robert Bruce Anderson, Licutenant let 
Bombay Fusiliers, Brigade-Major Hodson’s Horse, Adjutant Fane’s Horse. 
Born in Glasgow, 14th October, 1838; died in China, 27th September, 
1860. A soldier who fell in the war with China, in the service of bis 
Queen and country, at the post of duty; loved in life and lamented.in 
death, His schoolfellows thus record their sorrow and esteem.” The 
whole monument is conceived and carried out in such a manner as to be 
alike an ornament to the venerable cathedral in which it is placed, and 
honourable to the feelings and taste of those who have erected it. 
Caprrain McNsiL, oF THE “ Cannatic,”—On the 17th June, 1868, 
Naval Court was held at Shanghai to inquire into the cause of the British 
ship Carnatic, which was lost on the east side of the East Saddle Istend 
on the 2nd of June, 1863, The Court, after having duly considered all 
the evidence, decided “that the loss of the ship rnatic was to 
be altributed to want of judgment on the part of the master (Captain 
Richard M*Neil), from the fact of his navigating her, in a dense fog at 
night, with very light wind, he being uncertain of his position, and having 
neither local knowledge nor any book of directions for his guidance on 
board.”

JaPAWESS PHEASANTS.— Mr. Dering, of Clifford, suggests that 
friends on board the men-of-war in Japan will have an excellent oppet- 
tunity of bringing back to England some of the Japanese green pheasants, 
which are common there. ‘The bronze pheasant, also a native of Japan, 
has, 1 believe, never been imported. ‘These pheasants are worth large 
sums in England, and are especially valuable for crossing with our own, as 
the so-called Indian pheasants are not true pheasants, and only produce a 
final cross, whereas the Japanese birds will breed with ours and the Chinese 
ringnecks (torguatus) ad infinitum, and the cross is very beautiful.

ployed in various hospitals and infirmaries, principally in the pre- 
vinces, and that the accounts received of them were most satisfactory. In 
consequence of the closing of the hospital during the removal to the 
Surrey Gardens, only a smail number had completed their training during 
the past year. 12 probationers are now under training there. ‘The plan 
for training midwifery nurses at King’s College Hospital to be employed 
among the poor was making progress, ‘The probationers who have been 
Sent out as trained nurses were employed in country parishes, and were 
giving satisfaction. The committee state that, although the number of 
probationers who had completed their training in both hospitals had from 
various causes fallen short of what might have been expected, they were 
satisfied with the general results obtained.

OUR GUNBOATS AND MORTAR VESSELS. 


Created to mect a sudden emergency in the war waged by England 
and France against Russia, the last vessel of our gun and mortar boat 
fleets might, in the due course of time, have passed away with and into 
those convenient “waters of oblivion ® into which individua's and 
ples are ever so ready to consign their failures, their defeals, and their 
disappomtments, had their history hitherto been “written in sand.” It 





not be so, however, under the circamstances of their history subse- 
quent to their creation, The pean eung over the inauguration of this 
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=— 
miniature fleet of hornets cannot readily be forgotten. ‘This flotilla of gun 
and mortar craft was termed “‘ the best legacy of the Russian war, the only 
solid advantage that remained {o us after all our experiments, We had 
not only learnt that a maritime Power requires other vessels besides lint 
of-battle ships, but we had actually got a strong fleet of these vessels 
ready built for any future emergency. There they are all hauled 
up safe and sound, all paid for, and fit to be launched at an hour's 
notice in strength sufficient to’ sweep the Channel of an enemy.” 
But this precious fiotilla—this real naval reserve—this squadron 
on which so much money has been spent, was found rotten 
and for nothing, and the boats were only fit to break 
up or crumble to dust where they lay. They were not broken 
‘up; and they were delayed at an immense expeme in falling lite- 
rally to pieces. Two certainly, the Caroline and the Mackarel, were 
eventually condemned and taken to pieces, but even now fragments of 
their poor rotten skeletons may be met with in obscure corners of the 
Haslar Yard, each fragment forming part of a tale of fraudulent copper 
Dolt fastenings and sappy timbers. Others of the gunboats had as much 
as £1,000 and £1,500 each spent upon them ; some, it is said, still more, 
and others less; but the one professed object aimed at was to render this 
Totten and useless fleet available for some purpose. The exposure of our 
folly had made us to acertain extent ashamed of ourselves, and we were 
gs to hide the cause from sight as quickly as possible. All “ visible” 
fects were made good, and each vessel the partial repairs of which only 
‘were thus “made good” at an enormous expense, had her planking care- 
fully caulked, her Bottom payed over with an konest coat of tar, and with 
an “air stroke” of planking left out (too near the top sides to be of any 
service). The gunboat squadron stood under their sheds at Haslar, look- 
ing, to all outward sign, bright, sound, and fit for anything. At this time 
the fact was the boats were only partially repaired ; English elm hed been 
Introduced alongside partially decayed plank and framing, and the whole 
closed in, air-tight from keel to “air stroke,” and now all again are rotten, 

‘The recent annual inspection of the naval establishments at Portsmouth 
is, however, likely to cause the curtain to descend upon the last act of the 
gun and mortar-Doat comedy. In anticipation of their lordships’ annual 
visit to the yard at Haslar, a rt _of the condition of the boats stored 
under the sheds was prepared, which led to further investigations being 
made, and the result is that this too famous yard at Haslar is to be de- 
graded from its hitherto maintained position, and to descend from its 
sounding title of “gunboat yard and slipway,”to “a yard for buildin, 
and repairing ships’ boats and repairing gunboats;” the latter, we shoul

Pens list only includes the Haslar gunboats, but in addition to these 
there are some 110 others of the same class of vessels afloat in our home 

rts and on foreign stations, all of which must be looked upon by the 

ights of our present experience as possessing a still more unfavourable 

‘average of condition than even those quoted above as in the “ Haslar ” lis:. 

With regard to the original construction of these vessels, while it is 
‘admitted that the contractors were compelled to turn them out of hand in 
8 very hurried manner, owing to the nation’s requirements at the time, and 
to build portions of them with unseasoned timber, owing to the impossi- 
bility of obtaining seasoned wood, there is at the present moment a vessel 
under repair in Haslar Yard which, from having been originally con- 
structed with seasoned timber, affords a remarkable contrast in her con- 
dition to the exotic gunboats which have cost the nation such immense 
sums of money, but the days of which we may now reasonably hope are 
numbered. The vessel alluded to is simply an open dockyard lighter daily 
employed in doing all kinds of rough work. She was launched sixty-nine 
years ago, and her original timbers, which now form her frame below the 
‘Water line, are as sound and hard as on the day of her launching. 

So much for the Haslar gunboats, their rotten and fungus-covered 
bulls, their short copper bolts, their partial repairs, their subsequent rot on 
the blocks high and Sry under the sheds, therr last survey and'condemna- 
tion in the present year of 1863, and the necessarily proposed significant 
transformat'on of the designation of Haslar establishment from “gunboat 
yard, sheds, and shipway,” to the more modest one of * boat building and 
Fepairing yard.” 

‘Tee mortar vesee!s at Haslar have not attracted the same amount of 
span i¢ a:tention from the fact of their being fewer in number, and, there- 

, More ur:important thar: the gunboats, and also from their having been 
left in a comparat.vely undisturbed state. ‘There are 19 mortar craft now 
on the blocks at Haslar, nine of iron snd ten of wooden construction. 
‘The iron ones are being converted as :hey are wanted into open lighters 
for dockyard use, and the 'arger-tocie: wooden craft are being handed 
over to the Coastguard as they require vessels ‘cr stations in the different 
rivers and creeks around the coasts—tne very best purpose to which both 
classes of vessels can now be applied, althaugr both would have Jone good 
service doubtless beyond what they effecteu at Sweaborg. had the war 
with Russia fortunately, or unfortunately, lasted a twelvemonth longer. 

The Haslar gunboat history will also, like every other part of o r 
naval administration, illustrate in the most forcible manner our present 





















system of dockyard “« departments.” The head of the “ wood” department 
is perfectly aware that the bulls of the useless craft which he is patchit 
up and passing off as sound vessels ‘to order” are rotten to the core, an 
are but a horrible sham. Tho head of the “metal” department, ont the 
other hand, can know nothing (officially, and therefore he mus be 
ignorant) of a wooden vestel’s hull being hopelessly rotten, and therefore 
displays en unwonted degree of activity in “bringing forward” her en- 
gines, not giving, as would be the case in any private establishment, any 
thought or eare about the expense, but showing how amart his departmert 
can be in producing what will never be wa F, as with the poor gun= 
boats, by the time the metalwork is completed the woodwork is con- 
demned, the hull is broken up, and the metalwork goes no one cares to 
inquire where. As to the future, there is hope, for it is impossible to be- 
lieve but that with such indefatigable workers as the present First Lord, 
the Controller of the Navy, and the newly-appointed Chief Constructor, 
a new era must be inaugurated, and the rumous system which has pre- 
vailed for such a length of time in our national dockyards be superseded 


at length by one befitting the large interests at stake and the dignity of 
the nation.

‘We understand that orders have been sent to India to send on to China 
the 2nd Battalion of the 20th or 2st Regiment, which left this country 
lately for India, 

It is rumoured that Rear- Admiral Sir James Hope, late Commander- 
in- Chief of the China station, will be appointed to the West India com- 
mand. 

Her Majesty's screw steam corvette Scylla, 21 guns, 400-horse power, 
has been commissioned for service on the East India and China stations, at 
Sheerness, the pennant beiug hoisted by Master John Jones, for Capt. S. 
G. Cresswell. In consequence of ill health, Capt. Cresswell has been 
superseded by Capt. Richard W. Courtenay. The vessel's fitments are 
being compleied with the greatest rapidity, and she will proceed to sa. 

It isrumoured that the Pelorus will shortly be commissioned and gollow 
the Scyllato China. There is no truth in the statement that a regiment 
would be sent direct to China from England. Reinforcements are pro- 
ceeding to New Zealand and India. 

Capt. George H. Richards has been appointed by the Board of Admiralty 
to be the new Hydrographer of the Admiralty, vice Rear-Admiral John 
Washington, F.R.S., deceased. Capt. Richards entered the navy in 
November, 1832, passed his examination in March, 1840, and, after 
serving as mate of the Caledonia, 120, flag-ship at Plymouth, was promoted 
to lieut. July 12, 1842. As lieut. he served from the date of his pro- 
motion until the close of 1845 in the Philomel, 6, Commander B. J. 
Sullivan, employed in surveying service in the Brazils, He was promoted 
to commander November 18, 1845, and was employed as Second Captain 
of the Acheron, steam surveying vessel, Capt J. L. Stokes, in the East 
Indies and New Zealand from October, 1847, until the close of 1851. H2 
was appointed Second Capt. of the Assistance discovery ship, Capt. Sie 
Edward Belcher, C. ebruary 10, 1852, and was employed in the 
Arctic searching expedition until the close of 1854. He obtained post 
rank October 21, 1854, and has commanded the Plumper, 12, and the 
Hecate, 6, employed in surveying service in the Pacific since December, 
1856. The Hecate was at Sydney, New South Wales. by the latest ad~ 
vices, where she arrived on the 26th of June, and was under orders to sail 
for England on the 23rd of July, via Batavia and Cape of Good Hope. 
‘She may be expected to arrive in England about January. 

The Gazette contains a notice to the effect that the distribution of the 
portion due to the officers and crew of Her Majesty's ship Bustard of 
the proceeds arising from the sale of certain junks captured at Chusan 
on the 22nd of May, 1860, commenced on Tuesday, the 22nd inst., in 
the Prize Branch of the department of the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

The Pioneer, 6, screw despatch vessel, Commander F. C. Robinson 
(acting), has arrived at Spithead from the Australian station, after a long 
assage, having sailed for England from Sydney on the 12th of April last. 
+ Phillips, late Paymaster of Her Majesty's ship Eclipse, a few naval 
nvalids, and two naval invalids from the ‘Iien-tsin, Commander Nicolas, 
received on board at the Cape of Good Hope, came to England in the 
Pioneer as passengers. The Pioneer was commissioned at Portsmouth in 
May, 1859, by Commander May, and proceeded to China, While on 
that station, Commander May received his promotion to post rank, and 
was succeeded by Commander O'Reilly, who remained in. the ship untid 
after her arrival on the Australian station, to which she had been detached 
from the China squadron. Having lost his life by an accident while on 
horseback ashore at Brisbane, Commander O Reilly was succeeded by first 
Lieut. Robinson, who brought the vessel home to England. ‘The acting 
rank of this officer will doubtless be confirmed by the Admiralty on paying 
the ship out of commission. : . 

‘A court-martial was held on board the Victory, stationed at Ports- 
mouth, for the purpose of trying Mr. James Fetley Syme, assistant, pay~ 
master on board Her Majesty's ship Pioneer, on the charge of being 
fraudulently deficient in the publi money entrusted to his care to the 
amount of £42. 12s., and forther, with having altered his cash accounts so 
a8 to represent a balance of £314. 8s. as only £276. 15s. 11d. The court 
found the prisoner guilty, and adjudged him to be dismissed the service 
with disgrace. 

It is announced that a considerable reduction will shortly be made at 
Chatham dockyard by the discharge of several hundred boys and men, 
‘The reduction will affect the hands belonging to all the departments, and 
will, in the first instance, include a large number of the hired men who 
have been taken on during the last few years.

A meeting of the Red Sea aljas Telegraph to India Company, 
who are still proprietors of the lines through Egypt, was held 
on the 18th inst. The chairman stated that all outstanding 
engagements had now been liquidated, and the directors were 
still evguged in negotiating for the remaining property and 
assets of the company. They recommended a dividend at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax, for the half- 
year ending the 39th of June, which would absorb £1,135, 
leaving a balauce of £115. The directors had reccived the 
concession for the construction of the El Arish line, and a new 
company had been registered, under the title of the Syrian 
‘Telegraph Company, by which it could be carried out whenever 
it was advisable to do so. 

The Sea Queen steamer, belonging to Messrs. Pile, Spence, 
and Co, has arrived at Liverpool from Mutamoras with a full 
cargo of cotton. This is the third vessel of thcir line of 
steamers. ‘The second was the Peterhoff, which Judge Betts, of 
New York, recently condemned, on the grounds of her papers 
being simulated and destination pretended. The Gipsy Queen 
was the first vessel, and the Sea Queen the third, and it appears 
both have made the voyage out and home. 

The biddings fur £300,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank.

Tea.—There is not much alteration to notice in our market during 
the past fortnight, the arrival of the Fiery Cross and the very large public 
sales without reserve which commenced on the 15th inst. have chiefly 
occupied the attention of the trade. The Kaisows, ex Fiery Cross, proved 
to be much of the same quality as those ex Bahama. A fow of the extra 
fine in half-chests and boxes found buyers from 2s, Qd. to 34.—some 
really fine chests at 2s. 7d., but the bulk of the cargo met with but little 
attention from the trade or exporters, and a large portion remains unsold. 
‘The quantity offered without reserve comprised nearly 20,000 packages, 
and considering the large quantity, prices, although in many instances 

noted lower, were fairly maintained, whilst since the auctions have closed 
there has been some demand at the low rates now current. Low and dusty 
Kinds of Congou hare been fairly maintained, as also {! ir to good 
common kinds of Congon with leaf. Fair to good Sinchune-kai kin:!s, 
and fair Kaisows of old import have been taken to some extent, but prices 
have ruled 4d. to Id. per Ib. lower. Fair to good Ho-Hows and Ning- 
chows have sold from Is. to ls. Sd. per Ib., being again rather lower 

ices. Scond-class Honams, Monings, and Wopaks have been saleable 
From is. 4d. to 1s. 8d. per Ib., being about former value; small parcels 
ofsuperior grade continue to be taken for export at 2s. to 2s. 4d Fine 
Kaisows of old import remain_much as before :—In the new seasons the 
sales, ex Bahama and Fiery Cross, show a further decline of fully 1d. per 
1b, ‘Tayshans remain as before. Oolongs have sold at public sale at very 
low rates, say Ild. to is. Id. for fair to good. Fine are rather 
more inquired for, Souchongs and Flowery Pekoes show no improve- 
ment. The Scented Teas business has been difficult. Both Cantonand 
Foo-Chow make of Capers and Orange Pekoes, except of any parcela of 
really fine quality, have sold ‘ata farther reduction of 1d. per Ib. ; fine 
have commanded former prices. Uncoloured Japans have sold to some 
extent at irregular prices, but on the whole 4d. per Ib, lower. There 
have been no further sales of Indian Teas. In Green Teas there has been 
a good business done, chiefly for export in Young Hysons, whilst the home 
trade have been buyers of Gunpowders. Prices for all kinds have been 
fully maintained, except for Japan Young Hysons, large sales of which 
bave been made, showing a decline of fully ‘Id. per Ib. Fine Canton 
made Gunpowders have been saleable, but the common to good kinds 
have been neglected, and prices have ruled in favour of buyers.
